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SAYS SUGAR TRUST 


HAD FALSE SCALES 
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Treasury Agent Testifies That 
Secret Steel Springs in Plat- 
forms Cheated Government. 


> PHOTOGRAPHS IN EVIDENCE 
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Witness Says the Fraud Against the 
Customs Amounted to 14 Pounds 
on Each Lot Weighed. 


A special agent of the United States 
Treasury Department testified yesterday 
in a preliminary hearing of the Govern- 
ment’s suits against the American Sugar 
Refining Company, popularly known as 
the Sugar Trust, before Commissioner 
Shields in the Federal Building, that 
fraudulent scales were in use at the com- 
pany’s piers in Brooklyn, where the raw 


sugar was weighed before being assessed 
for duty. 

He produced photographs of these scales, 
in which steel springs inserted in holes in 
‘* wooden platforms interfered with 
proper weighing, and showed how by this 
means the Government had suffered se- 
rious losses. 

The witness was Special Agent Richard 
Parr. It was explained that he was ex- 
amined in advance of the hearing of the 


* seven sults which the Government has in- 


i hs 


stituted against the trust, because he is 
about to leave town on an important Gov- 
ernment mission. The suits are brought 
both in the United States District and 
‘the United States Circuit Court to recover 

ustoms duties aggregating $3,624,121 for 
the alleged fraudulent weighing of sugar 
imported in the last six years. 

Parr testified that on Nov. 20, 1907, he 
visitea the docks of the Havemeyer & 
Hilder refinery in Williamsburg, where 
sugar from the steamship Strathyre was 
being unloaded and weighed. In ‘the 
course of the investigation he made there, 
Parr said, he discovered the steel springs. 
He said they had been inserted in holes 
in the beams of the wooden platform 
seales and interfered with the accurate 
weighing of the sugar taken from the 
steamship. 

When the springs were removed, he 
testified, and the lots of sugar re-weighed, 
the weight of each lot increased on an 
average of fourteen pounds. The wit- 
mess said he took possession of the 
springs. While testifying before the Com- 
missioner he demonstrated how the device 
worked, the wooden beams of the scales 
being another part of the Government’s 
exhibit in the case. 


Says Scalés Gave Short Weight. 


Questioned further by Assistant United 
States District Attorney Dennison, Parr 
said that reweighings by Scales No. 2 
showed a difference of twenty-four 
pounds in favor of the sugar company 
when the device was used, a difference 
by Scales Nos. 3 and 4 of ten pounds 
each, and Scales No. lessened the 
weight by five pounds for the company. 

He said that the, seventeen sets of 
scales used on the sugar docks by the 
manipulation of the secret spring or steel 
wire all registered false weights in favor 
of the company, and he found the posts 
of all of them bored so that the steel 
spring could be inserted so as to rest on 
the arm or lever of the scale, and by its 
pressure deceive the Government weigher 
while bags of sugar were being weighed. 

The witness said further that the scales, 
which were true without the spring at- 
tachment that could easily be removed 
or applied without the Customs man 
knowing anything about it, are owned by 
the American Sugar Refining Company. 
They are loaned to the Government to 
be used in weighing bags of sugar landed 
from foreign vessels. 

Photographs of all the scales with the 
steel spring, known as “ Prosecution’s 
exhibit No. 102,"" were put in as evidence, 

Parr, cross-examined by Henry F. 
Cochrane, counsel for the defendant cor- 
poration, said that before entering the 
Customs service he had been a clerk for 
Daniel Deegan of Rochester, who had 
privileges at fairs and race tracks, and 
Was employed later in a stock brokerage 
office in this city. 

Parr admitted that off and on for twen- 
ty years he had owned race horses.

STATE STOPS PICTURE SALE. 


French Government Claims 
Attributed to Watteau for the fosotwy

PARIS, Dec. 3.—The French Govern- 
ment took the unusual course to-day of 
interfering to prevent the sale of a pict- 
ure at auction. The work in question 
is “ The Portrait of An Old-Man,” at 
tributed to Watteau, and fOrmmed part 
of the estate of Charles Landelle, the 
well-known French artist, who died in 
October. 

Landelle expressed the desire in his 
will that all his effects—paintings, 
tapestries, and household goods—be sold 
at auction, and that the amount raised 
be used to support aged and indigent 
artists. Landelle’s executors gave or- 
ders for this sale, which commenced 
to-day, 

However, a clause in the will stipu- 
lated that the Louvre should have any 
works desired before the sale com- 
menced. No opportunity was given the 
State to secure them, although Landelle 
had repeatedly expressed the wish that 
the Watteau portrait be given to the 
Louvre when he died. As a result the 


State interfered, and the matter will be 
settled in the courts. 

Many persons had been to see the 
pertrait at George’s Petit Galleries, and 
it is said that the bidding on it would 
have been extraordinarily high if the 
picture had been put under the ham- 
mer. 


MAY KEEP TROOPS IN IN CUBA. 


Admitted at War Department That All 
May Not Be Withdrawn Feb, 1. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Although plans 
have been completed for some time for 
the withdrawal of the United States 
troops from Cuba on Feb, 1, 
knowledged to-day at the War Depart- 
ment that some of the troops might be 
retained on the island. No explanation 
was given for this change of plan. It 
was, however, stated that no request from 
the Liberal Party prompted the probable 
action, and that no such requests were 
expected. The announcement was made 
shortly after Gov. Magoon had finished a 
conference with Secretary Wright. 

Gov. Magoon, who has just returned 
from Cuba, professed to know nothing of 
the reasons that dictated the reconsidera- 
tion of the plan for the entire withdrawal 
of the troops, He told Secretary Wright 
that the island was quiet, and that the 
revenue receipts were improving stead- 
ily. In fact, it may not be necessary for 
the new Cuban Government to attempt to 


float a loan in this country because of 
the bettermen. in its financial condition. 

Mr. Magoon had only a brief interview 
with the Secretary of War to-day, but 
arrangements have been made for a thor- 
ough discussion of the Cuban situation 
to-morrow. It is known that foreign | 
business interests in the island look with 
concern on the proposed withdrawal of 
the United States soldiers, and that 
pressure has been brought to. bear on 
this Government to maintain a garrison 
and a nominal control over the island. 
To all this agitation the War Department 
hitherto has turned a deaf ear.

Yerkes’s Son Intimates That There Is | 
a Question If Art Gallery 
Will Go to City.

CHICAGO, Dec. 8.—Developments that | 
may upset provisions in the will of 
Charles T, Yerkes that are of great in- 
terest to New York came out to-day. 

In Chicago, in the records of the Pro- 
bate Court, and among the old court 
orders relative to the administration of 
the Yerkes estate, a renunciation of the 
provisions of the will by Mrs. Mary Ade- 
laide Yerkes, the widow, was. “ discov- 
eted.”’ 

In New York deeds dated fifteen years 
ago conveying the Yerkes mansion and the 
Fifth Avenue property, which was left to 
New York City for an art gallery, were 
brought out and recorded. They passed 
the property from Mrs. xXerkes to Carlos | 
Cook, who in turn reconveyed the prop- 
erty back to Charles T. Yerkes. 

The renunciation of the will by Mrs. | 
Yerkes brings a complication through 
which New York City may be prevented 
from gaining possession of the famous | 
Yerkes art galleries. It is entered in the

But 
there the entry stands, and the renuncia- 
tion of the will was made known for the 
first time in that curious way.

Various Qualifications Are 
for Others—“ Lords of Parliament” 
Would Number Only About 350. 


LONDON, Dec, 3.—The report of the Se-} 
lect Committee of the House of Lords, ap- | 
pointed to suggest a plan for the reform} 
of the upper house, was issued to-day. } 

The committee finds it undesirable that/ 
the possession of a peerage: should of itself; 
give the right to sit and vote in the House 
of Lords, and it recommends that qualifi- 
cations should be the main test for admis- 
sion to the reformed house, 

It then sets forth that all hereditary 
peers should be formed into an electoral 
body for the purpose of electing 200 of 
their number to sit and vote as the ‘‘Lords 
of Parliamenf,”’ not for life, but for a sin- 
gle Parliament; that the spiritual Lords of 
Parliament be reduced to ten, to be elect- 
ed by the Bishops, two Archbishops sit- 
ting during the tenure of their Sees, and 
the other eight for the duration of each 
Parliament; that Canada, Australia, New 
Zealand, and South Africa have official 
representatives in the House of Lords; 
that a number of hereditary peers, esti- 
mated at 130, possessing certain qualifica- 
tions, should sit without the necessity of 
election, these to include men who have 
held the post of Cabinet Minister, Viceroy, 
Governor General of Canada, and Gov- 
ernor of the larger colonies, and naval and 
military officers of high rank, and that 
twenty years’ service in the House of 
Commons shall entitle one to a seat 
among the peers. 

This plan will give the reformed House 
of Lords about 350 members—namely, 3 
peers of the blood royal, 200 peers to be 
elected, about 130 qualified hereditary | 
peers, 10 spiritual Lords, and 5 Judges. 

The report adds that the committee feels 
that the party in power in the House ot 
Commons should be able to count on a 
substantial following in the House of 
Lords, but as opinions as to the best 
means of attaining this object are so di- 
verse it is unable to make any recom- 
mendations.

Auction—Bidding for Other 


Books Is Spirited. 


Special Cable to Tome NEw YorK TIMES. 

LONDON, Dec. 3.—At Sotheby’s, 
where the sale of the Amherst Library 
bégan to-day, the chief topic was the 
American purchase of the Caxtons, 
though the name of the new owner and 
the price paid are still undisclosed of- 
| ficially, 

There was no disposition among the 
dealers present to question for a mo- 
|} ment the statement cabled to THs Naw 
YorK Times yesterday that Mr. J. P. 
| Morgan had added this remarkable 
i series of examples of early printing to 
his already fine library. In regard to 
i the price, the general idea was that 
Mr. Morgan's bid must have been not 


far from $500,000. Indeed, several were 
very affirmative as to this price, ar- 
guing that the auctioneer would not 
have accepted a lesser offer at private 
;sale when the public auction would 
probably have realized more than half 
that sum,- as the proceedings to-day 
{showed that collectors were prepared 
| to bid high. So that, seeing that on 
the basis past the Amherst 

Caxtons would have realized under the 
|hammer between $200,000 and $250,- 

000, Mr. Morgan has not paid an ex- 
|orbitant price, even if the figure men- 
tioned of $500,000 {s the correct one. 

The first notable contest of the sale 
to-day arose when a rare little block 
book of forty-eight bound up 
with a number of other pieces of the 
“ Apocalypsis Joannis” was put up. 
|Lord Amherst secured it over twenty 
| years ago for £500, but with two bids 
| this price was passed, and the bidding 

did not cease till £2,000 was reached, at

celebrated Mazarin Bible, which, in 
1884, brought £500, provided the most 
i spirited bidding of the day. It was 
goon apparent that Austria, in the per-

| Quaritch of London remained in the 
| field. England’s representative finally 
proved victorious, his Austrian com-

enced Senator Aldrich or any one else in 
putting in the woolen rates,, 

Mr. North includes a warm defense of 
Senator Aldrich. Senator Aldrich to-night 
again refused to comment on the dis- 
closures of the Bennett pamphlet. He 
was aware, he said, that Mr. North was 
making a statement, and personally he | 
did not feel that a statement was due | 
from himself. North's letter to Payne 
follows: 


Director North’s Letter. 


The Hon: Sereno E., Chairman 
Ways and Means House 
of Representatives. ; 
Dear Sir: If the Ways and Means Com- 

mittee desires, I will be glad to appear 

before it and state under oath all the 
facts connected with my services with 

the Senate Finance Committee in 18094 

and 1897, so far as I can recall them. I 

will recount these facts so that you may'! 

determine whether you desire to summon 
me as a witness. 

When the Wilson Tariff bill of 1894 
was about to reach the Senate, Senator 
Aldrich said to me one evening that he 
was absolutely without expert clerical as- 
sistance in connection with the work of 
the Tariff bill and without any funds to| 
pay for it, and that he urgently desired 
that I would remain in Washington and 
assist him while the bill was passing 
through the Senate. I consulted with the 
officers of the National Association of , 
Wool Manufacturers, of which I was the} 
Secretary, and they consented to Senator 
Aldrich’s request. Accordingly, I  re-’ 
mained in Washington during the entire 
period that the Wilson bill was under con- 
sideration in the Senate, occupying a desk 
in Senator. Aldrich’s rooms, in the Maltby 
Building. My duties were mainly the care 
of correspondence, the making of tables, 
percentages, &c. 

When the tariff bill of 1897 reached the} 
Senate Senator Aldrich made the same| 
request of me, and again, after i 
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consult- | 
ing the officers of the association, I went 
to Washington. From the date of my ar- 
rival until the bill became a law I acted 
as the clerk or secretary of the sub- 
committee of the Finance Committee. I 
wags in charge of a number of clerks, 
who were loaned to the committee by 
the Treasury Department and the Gen- 
eral Appraisers in New York. My duties} 
were to handle, acknowledge, brief, and 
file the correspondence of the committee, 
which was enormous—sometimes reaching 
200 letters a dayv—and to prepare such 
tables and computations as the sub-com- 
mittee desired. : 

During the time that the sub-committee 
was going over the House bill, section by 
section, I sat with it, reading the old and 
proposed now rates, paragraph by para-| 
graph.

I was rever in a position to give any 

information to any one regarding the 
terms of the bill. As a matter of personal | 
protection, however, I, wrote President! 
| Whitman, as appears from the published 
correspondence, that he must not expect | 
any information from me in view of my 
confidential relations with the committee, 
and he never received any such informa- 
tion. 

I told him also that if it should come to! 
my knowledge that the situation was one 
that required his attention I would tele- 
zraph him and that he ‘t would doubtless | 
vave no difficulty in finding out what is| 
the matter.”” I so wrote because I had 
already learned that Senators Aldrich 
Allison, Platt, and Wolcott, the members | 
of the sub-committee, talked with the ut- | 
most frankness to all the representatives 
of manufacturing interests who person- 
ally ecatled upon them. They made no 
secret of their personal views on what 
they. thought the rates of duty any 
article should be and they talked to hun- 
dreds of p ople. 

As to the phraseology of the wool sched- 
ule and the rates of duty to be given wool 
in goods I was never consulted by the 
sub-committee and never communicated 
with it except by writing. My recollection 
is that on several occasions Mr, Whitman 
wrote me _ suggestions regarding this 
schedule. They were transmitted to the 
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committee with hundreds of similar sug~ 
gestions.. It is my belief that the wool! 
manufacturers would have been much 
more favorably situated if their Secretary 
had been free to advocate their wishes. 


Aldrich Not Influenced. 
One does not know Senator Aldrich if 
he imagines that he is a man whose judg- 
ment on any question connected with 


tariff rates can be influenced in the} 
slightest degree by the presence or the| 
personality of any person employed to 
represent 2 particular industry. I have 
never known a man who was less sus- 
ceptible to this sort of influence. 

The fact that I was acting as clerk to 
the sub-committee of the Finance Com- 
mittee was universally known in Wash-| 
ington at the time, both in and out of 
Congress. And no criticism ever reached | 
my ears. It was a frequent occurrence | 
for some member of Congress to say to 
me that the Finance Committee was for- | 
tunate in having been able to secure my | 
services. | 

All the correspondence which Mr. Ben- | 
nett obtained from Mr. Whitman's files | 
by order of the court in the libel suit 
against a Lynn newspaper was published 
at the time or the suit some eight years! 
ago and commented upon in the news- 
papers. I do not recall an instance in 
it was suggested that it revealed 
anything that I had any reason to regret 
or to explain. 

And that is the fact. I discharged 
the best of my ability the duties of cle 
of the Senate Sub-Committee, which Sen- | 
ator Aldrich urgently asked me to under-,! 
take. I kept inviolate so far as I knew 
them, Nes 2 was very little, the secrets of | 
the sub-cémmittee.

I did a lot of 
hard work and I did it honorably as a 
duty I owed to the public and for which 
I expected. no reward. 

Following my return to Boston after 
the passage of the tariff bill, the officers 
of the National Wool Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation informed me that in recognition | 
of the arduous and responsible work 
which I had performed for the commit- |} 
tee and the serious injury to my health 
which had resulted from an assignment 
entirely apart from my duties as Secre- 
tary of the association they believed that 
I had been underpaid, and accordingly, as | 
an expression of their personal good will!

Shortly afterward my 
salary was increased from $4,000 to

IN CABLE REFORMS 
NEE General an Ardent

It Has Brought About Extensive Rate 


Reductions to Far Eastern Points, 


Reformers Point Out. 


Whe part which Canada, through its 
Postmaster General, the Hon. Rudolf Le- 
mieux, is taking in the Henniker Heaton 
ecfusade for cable rate reform is likely 
to be felt before long. The conditions 
prevailing in the Dominion as to transat- 
lantic cabling are practically identical 
with those which obtain in this country, 
in that the monopoly or ‘“ duopoly,” as 
Henniker Heaton discribes the Anglo- 
American arrangement, is fully as com- 
plete as in this country, and is main- 
tained in the same manner through the 
relationship existing between the cable 
ompanies and the land lines. 

The fact that the shore end of many of 
the translatantic cables on this side are 
situated directly on the coast of the Brit- 
ish Maritime Provinces, but that the sys- 
tem“of cabling is vested practically entire 
in British and American hands is a sore 
point with Dominion officials. 

Postmaster General Lemieux, not only 
protests vigorously against the twenty- 
five-cent or shilling-a-word rate for | 
cabling between Canada and England, 
but he goes further, appearing as the 
earnest defender of the Canadian-Aus- 
tralian Pacific line, which the cable mo- 
nopolists assert is a commercial failure, 
and unhesitatinly advocates the construc- 
tion of a similar State-owned cable by 
Great Britain and Canada. 

As to the rate of 25 cents a word, the 
fame as prevails here for Anglo-Cana- | 
dian cabling, the Canadian Postmaster 
General said at the recent meeting of; 
the cable reform party at the Royal Co-/| 
lomiial Institute in London: 

“A shilling a word for cabling to the! 
settlers in the Canadian Far West, for 
the small trader, the latter and for the 
middle classes generally, is unquestion- 
ably \a prohibitive rate.” 


i Not a Great Success. 


It is admitted that the British-Cana- 
dign-Australasian cable project have not 

byet been a marked success, In conse- 
quence of that fact, whenever the ques- | 
tion of cable administration is raised or 
the question of a reduction of the cable 
tariffs is propounded, the cable interests 
cite the results of the Pacific cable 
project in their efforts to show Mat 
State-owned cables are a serious burden 
to taxpayers, and that cable tariffs can- 
not be reduced below the present stand- 
erd and give a fair return upon the capi- 
tal invested.

The..city’s growing expenditures were 
taken up. at yesterday's meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce, and after resolu- 
tions on the subject, presented indepen- 
dently by James G. Cannon and Jacob H,. 
Schiff, had been read, the Chamber au- 
thorized the Committee on Finance and 
Currency to associate with itself a special 
group of men to take up this special ques- 
tion of the city’s finances. 

Mr. Cannon in his preamble reviewed 
the growth of the city’s debt and the pro- 
posed increase in the borrowing capacity, 
and offered this resolution: 


That the’ Committee on Finance and Cur- 
rency of this Chamber be requested to ex- 
amine into and report upon the financial 
situation of the City of New York, its in- 
come and expenditures, its bonded and other 
indebtedness, and the means which may be 
taken for conserving and advancing its in- 
terests, and for protection against the in- 
creasing bufden of taxation and indebted- 
ness, and for securing a businesslike and 
economical administration of its affairs, 

Mr. Schiff, who had been ignorant of 
Mr. Cannon’s intention to address the 
Chamber on this subject, seconded Mr, 
Cannon's resolution, expressing his regret 
at the same time that the matter could 
not be taken up by a special committee 
which, as he said, would have the eyes 
of the city and Chamber set upon it. He 
had his resolution, which was as follows, 
read by the Secretary: 

Resolved, That a special committee of 
seven, to be appointed by the chair, exam- 
ine into the modus under which appropria- 
tions are determined upon by the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment of this city, 
with a view of recommending ways and 
means through which it may be possible to 
improve the methods under which the ap- 
propriations to the various municipal de- 


partments, and for other purposes, are 
made, and make a report to this chamber. 


In seconding Mr. Cannon’s resolution 
Mr. Schiff laid emphas)s on the necessity 
of having an intelligent body of public 
spirited citizens keep watch on:the city’s 
finances. On this point he said: 

“It appears to me that all organiza- 
tlons and movements of which we hear 
so much do not go to the root of the 
matter. There is a Board of. Municipal 
Research, an organization that has done 
more already in improving methods ex- 
isting in the conduct of our city’s gov- 
ernment, and especially in the Control- 
‘ler’s office, than probably most people 
are aware of; there is also the Allied 
Real Estate interests, which have done 
considerable in bringing before the peo- 
ple of the city the tremendous increase 
in our budget, an exhibit of which we 
have recently had in the city; and there 
a@re any number of tax payers’ associa- 
tions; and there is last and not least 
our Controller, who, I believe, is search- 
ing for methods by which the household 
ef the City of New York can be put on 
a@ better basis.

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THE BOSTON ORCHESTRA. 


Strauss's-“ Ein Heldenleben” Played 
—Ossip: Gabrilowitsch as Soloist. 


The Boston Symphony Orchestra gave 
its second evening concert yesterday in 
Carnegie Hall. “’Mr. Fiedler’s conducting 
was in many ways more enjoyable than 
i that in the first concert he gave; it was 
more restful to the eye, and he showed @ 
firm and in some ways most remarkable 
grasp on the essentials in difficult tasks. 
Beethoven's overture to ‘‘ Egmont,” with 
‘which the programme began, was played 
with nobility and tragic power. His most 
remarkable achievement was the perform- 
ance of Strauss’s huge tone poem, “A 
Hero’s Life.’ 
j It is difficult to recall a performance of 
this work, which has repeatedly been 
played here, so enormously complicated 
in detail and so vast in its general 
scheme, that presented it in so clear a 
light, that made everything in it so plain, 
keeping the tangled skein of its polyphony 
so’ perspicuous, and so ameliorating the 
crass harshness of many of its reckless 
dissonances. For once, the mockery of 


the “critics’’’ section seemed to have 
some well-ordered plan, and the “ battle” 
section was made to sound like some- 
thing more than a mere piling up of ear- 
splitting noise. It was shown that the 
effect is attained by thematic means; and 
there was some opportunity for the listen- 
ing ear to discern and disentangle the 
themes. 

The finer and more beautiful passages 
were played with ardor and with an evi- 
dent conviction of their beauty. Such a 
performance presents Strauss’s work in 
its true light. Yet with all that was done 
for it, there was little essentially to be 
changed in the riper judgment of it. There 
are many beautiful things in the compo- 
sition. An enermous skill, an enormous 
thlemt have gone to the making of it. 
But it is skill and talent misapplied. The 
more Strauss’s conception of programme 
music is made familiar, the more futile 
and impossible it seems. What, to take 
the more obvious things, is more childish 
than the attempt to illustrate ‘* feminine 
caprice’’ by the freakish ecentricities of 
the solo violin solo in the midst of its 
melodies, 

Do the rumbling fifths In the tubas show 
the earthly sluggish nature of inapprecia- 
tive critics? Do the “‘ diminutions’”’ of the 
heroic themes give a clear idea of how 
these critics belittle the hero’s greatness? 
These and other fantasies of the same 
kind may be heard, and they may be ex- 
ylained to the listened, but they make no 
mpression on him even when he is told, 
because it is not in the nature of music 
to do what Strauss thinks he is doing 
with it. The really fine passages of the

PRICES FIND GOOD SUPPORT 


Low-Price Issues Up—No Additional 
Gold Engagements Reported— 
Money Tending Higher. 


Prices in yesterday’s stock market made 
very little progress in any direction in 
spite of the fact that business was so 
active as to involve transactions in some 
900,000 shares of stock. The explanation 
lay in the fact that the market was 
“supported” and that the interests en- 
gaged in this task were unwilling to take 
any more stock than was_ absolutely 
necessary to carry out their plans. De- 
clines occurred at the opening of busi- 
ness, continuing the reactionary tendency 
of the trading on Wednesday, but before 
the movement had proceeded very far 
the market was taken in hand and there- 
after kept within narrow limits. There 
were certain groups of stocks, mainly 
low-priced shares, which ran contrary 
to the rule, among such issues being 
Chesapeake & Ohio, Chicago & Alton, and 
the Wabash issues, and, almost alone 
among the high-priced issues, Great 
Northern. Viewed in one way a market 
of this kind may be called strong while 
from another angle it seems only un- 
certain. Explanations for the support ac- 
corded prices at the moment are easily 
found; among the most cogent are those 
which have to do with the bad effects 
which a-serious decline might have upon 

‘reinvestment ’’ business after the close 
of the year and upon the distribution of 
the new securities, which are now being 
offered in quantity daily. So far as this 
reasoning is concerned it is very doubtful 
if the reaction in prices would affect an 
investment demand so well established as 
that now noted by the leading bond 
houses. The extent of this demand is a 
matter of common knowledge; further ev- 
idence of it was forthcoming yesterday 
in the announcement that the bankers of- 
the bonds had sold within a 
few hours after the opening of the sub- 
| scription books the entire issue of $9,000,- 
'000 of Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific re- 
funding 4 per cent, bonds. Irregular im- 
|provement in business conditions is re- 
| flected in the railroad statements day by 
day, such reports coming to hand yes- 
'terday, including that of the St. Paul, 
| with its October gross increase of $455,- 
| 000 and net gain of $178,000. The Erie's 
;excellent statement for the same month 
| was particularly welcome since it must 
; afford encouragement to those having in 
j}hand the rehabilitation of the company's 
finances. Other items in the day’s news 
included the announcement of the inten- 
tion of the Directors of the Wisconsin 
Central to declare on Monday next an 
initial dividend on the preferred shares 
of that company at the rate of 4 per cent. 
per annum, and a denial by Mr. Gould of 
the report that the Texas & Pacific Com- 
pany was to form the holding concern for 
the various Gould properties in a scheme 
of reorganization.

Mostly Due to Early Crop Movements,

E. P. Ripley, President of the Atchison, 
Topeka &. Santa Fé, in response to in- 
quiries regarding the present condition of 
the railroads in the Atchison territory, 
paid yesterday thatthe improvement made 
go far has been relatively small, 

“E think it would be a mistake to as- 
sume that the improvement in business 
has ‘been marked,” he said. . “‘ There. has 
been some. increase on our lines in the 
genéral merchandise movement, but it is 
limited chiefly to supplies for farming 
communities. In new enterprises there 
has. been very little improvement. The 
copper industry is better than it was, and 
‘we are getting some increase in traffic 
from that source. Lumber, also, has 
been moving up in somewhat greater vol- 
ume, 

““I ‘would not be surprised if it should 
turn out that the earlier movemerit of 
the crops this year has brought the rail- 
roads increased business at this time for 
which they will have to pay later. The 
roads are not likely, I think, to order 
any.large amount of new material for 
some time to come. Last year and. the 
year before the railroads overbought, aad 
many of them will be able, I think, to go 
along for twelve months without buying 
any large amounts of material. I do not 
belfeve that there is any real shortage of 
Cars anywhere in the country. I know 
that on our lines we have more freight 
cars. than we can use and many locomo- 
tives which are not in service.

Finance Probers Show How Con- 
demnation Proceedings 
Were Protracted. 


HEARINGS TOOK FOUR YEARS 


Commissioners Got $10 Each a Meet- 
Ing, Met Time and Again to Have 
Their Names Recorded and Adjourn. 


Just before adjournment yesterday the 
Legislative Committee which is investi- 
gating the city’s finances came upon the 
trail land condemnation proceedings, 
which resulted in an award of $7 dam- 
ages, and the cost of which was $4,658, 
making the assessment upon abutting 
property owners for the opening of 264 
feet of street, owned by the city before 
the proceedings started, exactly $4,667. 
The proceedings before the condemnation 
Commissioners lasted for four years, and 
a legal fight afterward took three years 
more. The Commissioners themselves re- 
ceived $2812 in fees. They were Garrett 
iE. Nagle, a brother of Percy Nagle, the 
Tammany district leader; John A. EF. Gal- 
vin, and Michael J. Mack, all of the 
Bronx. 

There was not more than a bare refer- 
ence to this matter yesterday in a remark 
which E. Bedel of counsel for the 
Legislative Committee made to Controller 
Metz on the witness stand. But an inves- 
tigation of the city records on the subject 
reveals interesting matters into which the 
Cassidy Committee will in con- 
nection with an investigation of the gen- 
eral subject of land condemnation. The 
land in question was a strip of roadway 
between Dam Bridge and the 
Harlem River, in the Bronx, 264 feet 
long, which: the city already owns as 
property which had been used as a public 
highway for more than twenty years, but 
proposed officially to take title to in con- 
nection with the extension of Jerome Ave- 
nue. 

There appeared two or three property 
owners, one of them with the New York 


Central Railroad behind him, alleging 
easements on the basis of ancient own- 
ership of the land.

METZ BEFORE THE PROBERS. 


Criticises Department Methods and 
Discusses the Debt Limit. 


Controller Metz testified before the 
Cassidy Committee -vesterdav afternoon, 


and after criticising ‘the business methods 
in the city departments, as revealed by 
their dealings with the Controller’s office, 
he discussed the city finances in general 
and the debt limit. He had just heard 
counsel for the committee read a notice 
that the Chambér of Commerce had 
started an investigation of the city’s 
finances in which it invited the co-opera- 
tion of the Cassidy Committee. 

‘‘I might tell you also,” said the Con- 
troller, in connection with this invitation, |

kept. The debt limit isn’t a matter of 
figures, but of legal interpretation of 
what shall go in and what shal] not, and;

On the other hand, the 
Standard can ship to any of these non- 
producing countries without having to 
pay a tariff. 

Some of this had been gone into by 
the Government's lawyer yesterday, when 
Mr. Archbold exclaimed: 

‘*T want to say that all this story 
the Standard Oil enjoying a tariff 
favoritism pure bosh. Any country 
can get its ofl into this country free by 
admtting American oil on the same 
basis.”’

“@mibaim the air, “so hallowed and so 


‘gracious is the time.” ‘The great heart 
of Dickens wag indeed the very embodi- 
Ment of the Christmas spirit as his 
fantastic imagination and boundless 
Riigh spirits were of the very stuff of 
which Christmas dreams and Christ- 
Mas mirth are made. After Dickens 
Washington Irving’s “Bracebridge Hall”’ 
seems to me the idéal Christmas book. 

Yet this is p@*haps to put too narrow 
“an interpretation on the term “ Christ- 
tnas book.” After all a Christmas 
“book need not be all holly and plum 
‘pudding, snow and Sir Roger de Cov- 
@riey. Nor is it gracious or reasonable 
ito expect all Christmas books to be 
‘Mnasterpieces, though beautiful new edi- 
ions of familiar masterpieces certain- 
ly make the most desirable of Christ- 
‘mas presents. Yet these must be 
Masterpieces of a certain character— 
“friendly, human books, not too pro- 
found or too exalted. For example, 
Dante is not an appropriate Christmas 
ook, nor is Herbert Spencer's “First 
Principles,” but “ Romeo and Juliet” 
is, and so is “The Vicar of Wake- 
field.” “Paradise Lost” is inappropri- 
ate, and so is Darwin's “ Origin of Spe- 
cies,” but Boswell’s “Johnson” is. an 
“ideal Christmas book, and so is Mrs. 
Gaskell's “Cranford.” Gibbon's “ De- 
“tline and Fall,” or Kans's “ Critique of 


’ Pure Reason ” hardly fit in, but Lamb’s 


Essays and Keats's poems surely do, 
Familiar letters, gossipy chronicles, 
anecdotal memoirs make good Christ- 
mas books; and, generally speaking,’all 
fay, kindly, confidential, whimsical, 
fantastic books—books that suggest a 
Pipe and the chimney corner, ‘There 
_are two classes of books that ought to 
_be the most natural of all books for 
@hristmas, I mean nonsense books and 
fairy books. And, indeed, the supply 
of new books purporting te satisfy the 
@emand for good nonsense and good 
fairies is as enormous as it is unspeak- 
ably dreary. Here, indeéd, there is 
pothing to be done but to go back to 
-fhe classics—back to those books of 
which the recent nonsense book and 
fairy-tale are, for the most part, fat- 
uous dilutions and distortions, back to 
Lear and Lewis Carroll and Perrault 
and Grimm and Andersen. One is sorry 
for the child whose fancy, instead of 
Reing nourished from the genuine 
founts of laughter and imagination, is 
‘fed, or rather starved, upon the pain- 
fully labored balderdash that dares. to 
call itself nonsense—true nonsense be- 
“Ang oné of the rarest and divinest gifts 
of the senses—and upon the washy sen- 
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An Appreciation of the Great English Poet on the Occasion ‘of the 
Tercentenary of His Birth—Abiding Power 
of the Miltonic Measure. 


By WILLIAM ASPENWALL BR4DLEY 
eR ec: ILTON, the three huridredth 

anniversay of whose birth 

occurs on the 9th day of 

this month, has had devoted 

to himself and to his work a 
literature inferior in volume only to 
that which has grown up about Shake- 
speare. The reguit of this vast body 
of discussion and elucidation has, how- 
ever, through the very conditions of 
his genius and of the time’in which he 
lived, been much more conclusive in 
his case than in Shakespedre’s. By far 
the greater share of our Phowledge of 
the latter is still and is likely to re- 
main conjectural and shadowy, while, 
as regards his work, there are innu- 
merable problems that confront the 
critic in those baffling coils of charac- 
ter and in those *remote moral impli- 
cations of plot and action that mirror 
£0 marvelously that- ambient mystery 
which is the very «tmosphere of the 
soul’s life. Indeed, this is no small 
part of Shakespeare's appeal to the 
present, intercsted as it is so pro- 
foundly. in all problems of persenality 
and. the spiritual part of man’s nature. 


On the eontrary, whether this is or 
is not to justify the less urgent appeal 
that he makes to our age, Milton pre- 
sents no such problems. Of his life, 
in the spectacle of which there is, in- 
deed, pictorially, the effect of some 
temperamental mystery in the Rem- 
brandtesque deepening of the gloom 
that gradually falls across the lumin- 
ous radiance of his lovely youth—of 
his life we can only construct an 
account that is chronologically com- 
plete, but can, often from his own di- 
rect declarations or from barely veiled 
hints—as where in his early epistles he 
reveals his sense Of his consecration to 
poetry, and where in his pamphlets 
on divorce he lets the bitterness of his 
first marriage burn through the imper- 
sonality of his plea—shape for our- 
selves a definite conception of that life 
as a thing of passion, impulse, strong 
purpose, in short, of all those inner 
forces that constitute the intrinsic 
character of a life. 

Some things, it is true, are not alto- 
gether clear. For instance, why, after 
Milton had returned to England from 
his long sojourn abroad, because of the 
dubious political situation at home, 
should he have contented himself with 
the post of a small private teacher and 
have deferred so tong the realization 
of that high poetic ambition which had 
grown on him in Italy in his inter- 
course with poets and their patrons? 
But these are minor matters, and the 
explanation of those specified is daubt- 
less to be found in the troubled atmos- 
phere of that transition time, and still 
more in @ certain lateness of imagina- 
tive maturity that marks Milton at each 
stage of his development—a lateness 
that deferred his first youthful period 
til far beyond the limits of the first 
lyric period of most poets, and that 
pestponed ‘the final consummation of 
his genius to the autumn of his life. 
Seen from this potnt of view Milton's 
labors for the Commonwealth, though 
they claimed twenty of his best 
years, probably did not serioysly inter- 
fere with his artistic development or 
greatly lessen his productivity as @ 
poet. They merely satisfied that fierce 
need for persona! participation in po- 
litical affairs which was part of his 
nature, and which would have found 
satisfaction in any.-event, and forged 
meanwhile to a higher temper the slow- 
rising power within him, purging it of 
all latent elements of weakness. The 
Puritan revolution gave him, in a sense, 
the ideal subject for his great poem, 
and it gave him, too, in the hard dis- 
cipline which his work as Latin Secre- 
tary and pamphieteer impesed upon 
him, the power to treat this subject, 
not as he might have treated it tn his 
young manhood—and as Cowley treat- 
ed an epic theme in his Davideis—with 
an unripened exuberance of extraneous 
ornament, but with all the spare mus- 
cular energy of a mind intellectually 
athletic. 

As regards his work, after the thor- 
ough critical analysis that has been 
mage of the poems with reference to 
their origifs, both tmmediate and re- 
mote, their artistic structure, their lit- 


erary, poljtical, and theological signifi- 
cance, their content of thought, emo- 
tion, and allusion, there remains little 
news that can be sald, However in- 
tricate the exposition of the veiled 
symbolic references and recondite text- 
ure of obscure learning in such a poem 
as “Lycidas,” or however difficult to 
justify the celestial machinery of ‘‘ Par- 
adise Lost” to poetic uses—a veritable 
feat of the historical imagination for 
the modern reader who Would, however, 
have no difficulty in accepting the fable 
if it were pagan and Greek instead of 
biblical and Hebraic—once we have 
mastered-these things we have mas- 
tered all. There are no tasks of psy- 
chological analysis or of subtle meta- 
physical interpretation, 

For, as to the former, his representa- 
tion of life is wholly ideal and ebjective, 
even when ir his “ Samson” it shadows 
tragically the bitter frustration of his 
own hopes and career; while as to the 
latter, his mind dccepted uncondition- 
ally the traditional Christian cosmology 
together with the theological system in 
which it is imbedded. Nor is there any 
spiritual or moral mystery, for his con- 
ception of man’s responsibility is clear- 
cut-and the problem of evil in the uni- 
verse, reduces itself to a simple con- 
ception of disobedience. Satan himself 
is no more than a rebellious subject 
who is forced by the very punishment 
that is meted out to him to defeat 
God's ends in this world. It is not a 
problem but a paradox that confronts 
us in that Brandiose figure who, by the 
sympathy he arouses, so curlously con- 
fuses the moral and religious issues of 
the poem. And though the sense of this 
paradox may be indefinitely deepened 
and prolonged by ingenious argument 
such as that which would make Satan 
not only the victim of divine injustice, 
but the almost Platonic lover of beauty 
brooding upon the things which he has 
forfeited in his fall, still, and, indeed, 
just because it is a paradox, whose ex- 
planation is to be found partly in the 
very nature of the subject of the poem 
and partly in the conflict in Milton’s 
own mind between the opposing cur- 
rents of Hellenism and Hebraism which 
are not fully fused in his work, it is 
strikingly easy to grasp and to reduce 
to a simple unvarying statement, 

Or take another aspect of Milton's 
art, his treatment of nature. In a sense 
he is the pioneer in the introduction of 
nature as a major theme in English 
poetry, so greatly did he enlarge the 
scope of the old pastoral form by intro- 
ducing into it elements of direct nature. 
But it is nature uninterpreted, nature 
without mystery or life of its own, na- 
ture seen always objectively and as 
landscape, that he depicts it. The two 
poems “ L’ Allegro" and “ Il Pensereso ” 
are pieces of classic landscape which 
in the solidity of their construction and 
in the regular pattern of their design, 
which excludes any accidental effects, 
are in the tradition of classic landscape 
painting, looking backward to Ruys- 
dael and Hobbema, and forward to 
Richard Wilson and the beginnings of 
the English landseapé school, As in 
the pictures of those early masters, so 
in these poems, the light that suffuses 
them is not the light of nature, but an 
ideal light bred of the poet's own sub- 
jective mood ef melancholy or of jocund 
cheerfulness. 

If everything is thus clear in Milton, 
at least as regards the intention.of the 
poet and the ultimate implications of 
his expression, and so far as “ Paradise 
Lost" is concerned, it must be borne in 
mind the fact that it is essentially a re+ 
quirement of the epic that some definite 
and comprehensive scheme of the moral 
governance of the universe should be 
assumed ané exposed with objective re- 
alism, it ts becatise everything was 
clear in his own mind, because he saw 
life not as a strange and romantic spec- 
tacle, a tangled skein of uncertainties, 
but as the logical and inevitable ful- 
fillment of a divine ordinance. The onty 
problems that existed for him in con- 
junction with his subject as with his 
chaice of a subject while he was ag yet 
undecided between the early history of 
Britain and the stery of man’s fall, were 
artistic and Hterary problems—prob- 
Jems, that is, as to the handling ef his 
material, the precise form in which it 
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should be cast, and them, when he had; 
finally rejected the dramatic: form in 
tavor of the epic, how to bring his 
theme into conformity with the estab- 
lished rules governing this ancient form 
of literary art. 

For, while Milton was a Puritan, and, 
while his. Puritanism naturally predis- 
posed him-in favor of a theme chosen 
from thé Hebrew scriptures in which 
he might justify the ways of God to 
man, he was as yet even more an art- 
ist, the moods of whose mind, steeped 
in classical culture, were the moods of 
the Italian Renaissance. He represents 
the final stage of this movement as it 
enters into the literary history of the 
era, as Sidney and Spencer had repre< 
sented its early idealities of thought 
and sentiment, and Shakespeare its 
golden prime of creative profundity. 
The age into which he born 
Was a literary rather than a poetic 
age, and though the prestige of the 
poet usual rather heightened 
than diminished on that account, poetry 
itself, save in the case of a few dis- 
tinctively religious poets, had ceased to 
be the product of spontaneous inspira- 
tion guided by an ideal of beauty half 
mystical in its effulgence, but of art 
struggling to assimilate the new ideas 
of science and. the vast masses of en- 
cyciopedic knowledge which the in- 
quiring spirit of the seventeenth cent- 
ury had rendered available, Cowley is 
the representative poet of this age, and 
his Pindaric Odes and.the curious col- 
lection of poems entitled “ The 
Mistress,” are the typical examples of 
the artistic ecclecticism and experimen- 
tation in which al) hold upon tradition 
was lost in the eager innovation which 
sought to achieve originality under the 
guise of novelty. Admiration for the 
English poets of the past persisted, but 
with a wayward preference for what 
was most idiosyncratic In individuals, 
rather than for what was an element of 
common strength in them all, as in the 
case of the concelts of John Donne

*nééted to restore poetry to a closer and 


more organic relation with its own 
imaginative past, that would revive in 
it the need of a more ideal form of ex- 
pression, and that fmally, without seek- 
ing to reproduce the precise quality of 
the rather naive and languorous Eliza- 
bethan and Jacobean yolce, could raise 
the pitch and tone of poetry above the 
level of mere prose upon which it was 
rapidly descending--could do all this 
without sacrifice of new tastes and in- 
tellectual interests, without, in short, 
becoming a mere lifeless and artificial 
exercise, 

This Question Milton himself must 
often have pondered both during his 
college days an@ at the beginning of his 
long holiday at Herton. It was he, at 
all events, who soon began in his own 
work to bring about that renewal pre- 
cisely along the lines and within the 
Umits as we have prescribed them. 
Milton was no reactionary, Indeed, 
he was in nearly every sense the fiery, 
eager, active child of his own intel- 
lectual age, and far from being @ 
star and dwelling apart as in Woerds- 
worth's characterization of him, was 
deeply engaged in every vital move- 
ment, A political and religious extrem- 
ist, who to-day would be characterized 
a@s an advocate of the libre examen, 
his voice was heard im every contro- 
versy defending the Commonwealth and 
urging upon it an ever broader idea! of 
liberty and toleration. In the same 
way. his scholastic training was that 
of the seventeenth century with its 
leaning toward Latinity, and its. ideal 
of universal knowledge—two things that 
have jeft their lmpress, the one upon 
the architectonic.ef his metrical style, 
the other upon that extraordinary range’ 
of sounding vocables which. gives its 
peculiar far-reaching resonance to his 
verse, 

But while so completely of his age, 
Milton, by some gure instinct not un- 
like that genuine gleam of Platonic in- 
sight. which made him divine the need 
of purity in the poet who would write 
of high and noble things, kept himself 
above the corruption of that age in 
the matter ef peetic taste.

covered Milton. And it was because 
they found in the “ Paradise Lost” a 
complete exemplification of the laws 
of the formal epic that such critics as 
Addison and Voltaire accorded him so 
high a rank long before the reputation 
of Shakespeare began to revive. In- 
deed, it was only Milton's blank verse 
that temporarily obscured his fame 
during the ascendancy of the rhymed 
fambic pentameter for heroic purposes. 
To-day, now that vital interest in the 
epic has waned in favor of the drama, 
and that so much in Milton’s epic out- 
look on life seems narrow and limited 
—alien to our sympathies—it is perhaps 
his very mastery of this medium that 
constitutes his principal hold on the 
reading world. From the middle of 


the eighteenth century, when men were 
still under the strong spell of Pope, 
from Thomson, Blair, and Young, down 
to Wordsworth and Keats, and so 
through to our own day, poets have 


studied this Miltonic measure to dis- 
cover the secret of its mighty music. 
And though, like Shakespeare's, inimi- 
table for any sustained flight, because, 
while analysis may lay bare many of 
the elements involved in its effect of 
majesty and power, the voice behind 
these remains an individual human 
voice still, the booming.echo of its 
deep-toned, reverberant thunder may 
be heard in many a cavern along the 
eoast of English poetry.

aS I once said among some 
notes in The Century Maga- 
zine: ‘There is always a 


heavy demand for fresh medi- 

ocrity. In every generation 
the least cultivated taste has the larg- 
est appetite.” At the present moment 
dialectic inanities with a pleasant jingle 
to them find a ready market. Purely 
meditative poetry, poems of landscape 
without figures or human action, never 
had a large sale in this country or any 
other country. 

“ But if any one of our poets of to-day 
were to produce a poem like ‘ Evange- 
line’ or ‘Snow-Bound’ he- would lack 
neither publisher nor readers, The 
stagnation of the poetry market is not 
the fault of the levers of poetry, but of 
the makers of it. The kind that is 
wanted fis not forthcoming. When the 
right note fs struck there will be a 
loud response. Kipling’s ‘ Recessional’ 
found as many listeners as any poet 
could desire. Longfellow is the only 
American poet that ever made an ample 
yearly income (say ten or fifteen thou- 
sand dollars) by his verse: The poetical 
works of Lowell, Whittier, Bryant, and 
Emerson have met with only a mod- 
erate sale. Whittier’s one notable suc- 
cess financially) was ‘Snow-Bound,’ of 
Which 20,000 copies were sold in the 
year of publication. I am told by 


Messrs. H. M. & Co, that the demand 
for Longfellow, _Whittier, Lowell, &c., 


, 


has not fallen off, Small votumes of 
verse by men less famous are as re- 
munerative as ever they were. During 
the last five years H. M. & Co, have 
published (at their own. expense) @ 
score of such volumes. Several of them 
did not pay for the binding, several 
have been reprinted (in editions of 700 
copies) two or three times. ‘This is just 
the same fortune that would have at- 
tended these books had they been pub- 
lished twenty-five or thirty years ago. 

“The situation in England is similar 
to that in the United States. In each 
case the one poet who had a great fol- 
lowing is dead, and no one has come to 
take his place. Is it the fault of the 
public, or the poet who doesn’t come? 
Perhaps he is with us incognito. When 
Keats was laid in his grave at Rome 
there were not twelve—no; there were 
not two—men in England who suspect- 
ed that a great poet had been laid at 
rest. Leigh Hunt had a strong idea 


that Keats was a fine poet, but not as’ 
fine a poet as Leigh Hunt. Byron, 
Moore, Rogers, and Southey could not 
read ‘ The Eve of St. Agnes’ and ‘ Hy- 
perion.’ No great poetry (except, pos- 
sibly, in the case of Tennyson) was 
ever immediately popular; by immedi- 
ately I. mean in the poet’s lifetime, 
Tennyson was neglected for years. 

“T believe in a splendid literary fut- 
ure fot this country. After the all-ab- 
sorbin® novelists have run their course 
we shall have a generation, not of poets 
perhaps, but of dramatists—blank verse 
fellows. Imagination is not going to 
come to nothing in a vast Nation like 
ours. I would like to look in on the 
United States a hundred and fifty years 
from now! Maybe I should conte across 
volume upon volume of annotations on 
‘Cawein’s Poems,’ wrongly attributed 
‘to J. Whitcomb Riley, or perhaps: to 
Bacon, for there will still be material 
for the foolkiller in 2062 A. D. 

“So put all your thought and soul 


and art into the verses you are writing 
to-day. * * * It is enough to be a 


poet.

Maeterlinck’s Passy 
house is a quaint mansion with a 
quaint garden, whose rear windows 
command a view of the Seine. When 
Maeterlinck affirmed that the bees 
which he kept in the study of this house 
| “reaped in the desert of stone of the 
| great city the means to live and pros- 
» per,” he employed a certain amount of 
: iterary license, since this quarter of 
the great city, far from being a desert 
* of stone, is just!y famous for its trees, 
its shrubs, and its flowers. 


The house in Neuilly, just outside the 
fortifications, whither Maeterlinck has 
frequently repaired since his marriage 
’ with Georgette Leblanc, is a mansard- 
‘ roofed, two-and-a-half-story brick 
4 structure, with large white-stone bow 
- windows and a pillared porch set in a 
> generous garden. Ivy twines about the 
porch pillars and trails over the win- 
dows. It is located in the Boulevard 


and traditions. It was not plety, but 
aesthetic sentiment which impelled him 
to purchase it, and he seems to rejoice 
over its disaffection from the purpose 
for which it was constructed.

In contradistinction to his writings, 
which no one, so far as I know, has 
ever characterized as humorous, the 
conversation of Maeterlinck is replete 
with humor. He speaks French with a 
slight but by no means disagreeable ac- 
cent that betrays his Flemish origin, 
and avoids speaking English (which he 
reads readily enough) when it is not 
absolutely necessary.

November to May, is a handsome Pro- 
vencal manse surrounded by acres of 
olive trees, rose bushes, and vines. 

The villa in which, up to a year or 50 
ago, Maeterlinck habitually passed his 
Summers, is in the hamlet of Gruchet- 
Gaint-Simon, about midway between 
Dieppe and Havre. 

But the gem of gems among Maeter- 
linck’s numerous homes is the last ac- 
' quired, for the possession of which he 
ia indebted to the law against the con- 
gregations—the venerable Norman Ab- 
bey of Saint-Wandrille, (referred to in 
* @ ninth-century chronicle as the Abbey 
, of Fontanelle,) an august retreat of al- 
tegether princely proportions and mag- 
nificence, which put him into the cate- 
gory of “the men who occupy,” to use 
his own words, “ dwellings ten or twen- 
ty times vaster, more ingeniously ar- 
ranged, and richer than ordinary dwell- 
ings.” ‘The property consists of about 
equal parts of hillside and valley. 
surrounded by a high, ivy-grown, flint- 
reck, hemlock-bordered wall, the con- 
tinuity of which is broken by several 
magnificent stone gateways, by arches 
for the passage of a pellucid cress- 
grown stream, and by an ornate mortu- 
ary chapel. There are hothouses in one 
corner and an automobile garage in 
another, but, strange to say, there are 
no beehives. Fish and game abound 
within the grounds, and the former, at 
least, make frequent appearance on the 
proprietor’s table. The earlier abbey 
buildings (twelfth to fifteenth century) 
are largely crumbling ruins twined with 
vines and ivy, and overgrown with 
brambles, mosses, wall flowers, tufts of 
ferns, shrubs, and even small trees, 
and are positively dangerous in parts. 
The buildings now used for living pur- 
poses were mainly built in the seven- 
teenth century by the monks of the 
Congregation of Saint-Maur, who then 
occupied the abbey. These are all in a 
fair state of preservation and contain 
many richty decorated apartments, into 
which Maeterlinck is putting, as occa- 
sion permits, furniture of the period of 
their construction. 

It is exceedingly fortunate that this 
splendid monument should have fallen 
into the hands of a person who is ca- 
pable of appreciating its architectural 
beauties and who is not disposed to de- 
prive it of all character by demolitions 
or vulgar restorations. On the other

Commercial Laws.*

IN HIS remarks at a dinner in 

New York City on the oc- 

easion of King Edward’s 

birthday dinner Lord North- 

cliffe said: ‘‘ Sometimes our American 

friends do not realize that what the 

West has been to them, our overseas 

dominions are to us. While they are 

pushing West, developing this wonder- 

ful country, we are pushing overseas, 

not only in our own countries, but in 

South America, the Far East, and in 
Europe.” 

It was worth saying, for truly Amer- 
icans do not realize it more now 
‘than they did a century ago, and Anglo- 
American relations, which should be 
the best in the world, are embittered by 
thoughts, or rather fancies, that there 
was and is some especial animus to- 
ward ourselves, On the contrary, the 
policy which England is perforce pur- 
suing to-day is the same essentially as 
a century ago. In both centuries the 
animus is self-preservation rather than 
any desire to oppress or exploit. Eng- 
land, unlike ourselves, has no hinter- 
land, and when the pressure of popula- 
tion upon the means of existence be- 
comes too urgent it is necessary to 
“swarm” elsewhere. And the over- 
ocean swarms must be protected in 
their weakness, and should pay for 
their protection in the only way possi- 
ble, through their commerce. This is 
the motive of the old British protec- 
tionism, which has almost been for- 
gotten in the remembrance of latter- 
day free trade. This is the central 
thought of Mr. Beer’s book.* Perhaps it 
would be better to say that this is Mr. 
Beer's central statement of fact, for 
his laborious compilation of authorities 
is rather a marshaling of facts than of 
thoughts. 

The British poputetion was in colonial 
times say, one sixth of the present, but 
on the scale of those times it was thought 
to be redundant. If the children rushed 
out of the parent nest, left it altogether, 
it is evident that the family force was 
weakened. But if they retained their 
allegiance and attracted others to them- 
selves, they served the State while 
serving themselves. This service was 


passive and tnvolved no sacrifice. But 
the care of the mother country was ac- 


tive and necessitated the assumption of 
many burdens, To lessef these burdens 
is a filial duty, justified alike by self- 
interest and economics. To quote one 
quaint author of those times: “ There 
were neuer more people, neuer lesse 
employment, neuer more Idlenes, neuer 
80 much Excesse.” And another: “Also 
we might inhabite some part of those 
countryes, and settle there such needy 


people of our countrye, which now 
trouble the Commonwealth, and through 
want here at home are inforced to com- 
mit outragious offenses, whereby they 
are dayly consumed with the gallowes.” 
While this was the prime reason for 


letting the children of the country go, 


they had their own reasons for going. 
They were out of joint with the times 
at home. They objected, some to the 
practices of the Anglican Church, others 
fo the pretensions of the Crown in the 
contest with Parliament, and still oth- 


ers were adventurers, There were rea- 
sons enough for the emigration, and 


England wished to keep the trade of 
the emigrants, as well as to preserve 
their national allegiance. 

Like the present-day protectionists 
England wished to keep its market for 


itself, both to buy and to sell. England 
wished to take what alone the colonists 


had to sell—naval stores, fish, metals, 


especially gold, of which there was none 
found in those times, and natural prod- 
ucts of all kinds. And Engiand wished 
alone to supply the colonists’ wants of 
whatever England made or could make. 


England regarded it-as a loss to permit 
the colonists to sell to foreigners, or to 





ism, but it does not lie with the major- 
ity of Americans to regard it as 
tyranny. The motive was nothing worse 
than to create a self-sufficing empire. 
The good faith of the policy is shown 
by the fact that preference was shown 
to the colonists as well as enforced 
from them. The preferential system 
which is thought so novel in Chamber- 
lainism was born then, when customs 
were levied so as to exclude competition 
by other nations. And there lies hid- 
den in the tobacco trade of that for- 
gotten time an amusing and instructive 
attempt to control prices. It was a 
simple matter to enact a price, but it 
was found that the price paid accord- 
ing to law would not buy satisfactory 
quantities of other things. In other 
words, all prices are relative, and it is 
useless to fix the price of but one-half 
of a bargain and impossible to fix both 
prices without making bargains for all, 
which is absurd. And when it was 
found that sellers would not exchange 
satisfactory quantities of goods for 
tobacco, penalties were enacted, with 
the sole result of raising the prices of 
other goods, which was the same thing 
as depreciating the price of tobacco. 
This was the seventeenth century’s ex- 
perience with the 16 to 1 fallacy. The 
navigation laws were forerunners of 
ours at present, and foreigners were ex- 
cluded from colonial markets hardly 
more efficiently than by our own cus- 
toms. Beside these commercial con- 
siderations—which are in fact not so 
sordid as they seem—there were pollt- 
ical and Governmental considerations 
justifying the burdens laid upon the 
colonies. The obligation to finance the 
colonies was burdensome in those days 
of lack of capital. The obligation to 
defend the colonies was by no means 
empty nor disregarded. It is difficult 
now to realize that the Barbary cor- 
sairs ravaged even the coasts of England 
itself, and the royal navy’s defense of 
the traffic in fish and food between 
England and America was not per- 
functory. Mr. Beer makes no aitempt 
to gloss the difficulties between the col- 
onies and the home country. He mere- 
ly seeks to refer them to economic 
causes and thus to explain, if not to 
excuse, therm. 


To most his authorities, most careful. 
ly cited, will seem convincing, but if 
any retain doubts they need but to com. 
pare our mother country’s procedure 
with ourown. We are now a colonizing 
Nation, and we treat our colonies more 
shamefully than our forefathers were 
treated. We have seen that England 
gave the colonists preference in her 
markets, and even ruined home indus- 
tries through favoritism to the colonies, 


But we exploit our colonies shamelessly. 
In one of his campaign speeches Mr 
Taft urged amelioration of our trade 
regulations for the Philippines, “ with 
such limitations as to sugar and tobac 
co imported into the United States as 
will protect domestic interests.” y 

land’s protection inciuded colonies and 
mother country within the same ring 
fence and favored both. We exclude 
our colonies from our economic sys- 
tem, even to the extent that we refuse 
to allow them to furnish us cheap ne- 
cessities. We not only exclude our 
wards from the benefits of our pro- 
tectionism, but we tax them on their 
shipments to us. If we justify our- 
selves in this policy we estop ourselves 
from such criticism of England's co- 
lonial policy as we have been accus- 
tomed to indulge ourselves in. And we 


cannot be surprised if we prepare for | 


ourselves rightly a sentiment such as 
we wrongly feel toward the mother 
country, which deserves better of us 
than we like to admit.

For the most part 
Miss Jordan’s literary workmanship is 
very clever and of more artistic value 
than is to be found in a great portion of 
prolific output of American short 
Her characters are genuine hu- 
man beings rather than mere puppets for 
the exploitation of the author's incidents, 
and her episodes are worked out into 
closely reasoned plots.

THE PIERPONT MORGAN 


MANUSCRIPTS. 


A Survey of the Most Wonderful Collection of Autograph Literature 


Ever Exhibited in America, Now on View at Colum- 
bia University—An Amazing Array.

SS aHILE the manuscripts now 
displayed in the Columbia 
University Library constl- 
tute but a small part of Mr. 
J. Pierpont Morgan’s auto- 
graph collection, they are sufficient to 
form an exhibit such as the New York 
public has never before been privileged 
to see. The authorities at Columbia, 
and especially Prof. Simkhovitch, have 
good reason to be gratified at the dis- 
tinction of having such treasures dis- 
played in their library, and a decided 
debt of gratitude is due to Mr. Morgan, 
whose characteristic reticence and dis- 
like of publicity concerning his private 
possessions make all the more appre- 
ciated hig loan of these wonderful yol- 
umes, 

The adjective “wonderful” seems 
especially appropriate in connection 
with the unique objects in this exhibit. 
Of all the things that are sought after 
by collect6rs—paintings, books, engrav- 
ings, coins, ivories, wines, rare plants, 
&c.—there is none where the appeal to 
the imagination is so direct and so 
broad in its scope as in the case of lit- 
erary and- historical manuscripts. In 
everything else the sensuous. element 
plays some part, greater or lesser; 
color, form; odor, taste—one or more 
of these being qualiti@s that join in 
with or form a constituent part of that 
rarity which is a @etinct element of 
the collector’s delight. Not so with 
manuscripts. Paper per se has incon- 
siderable beauty, and the character of 
the handwriting itself is of objective 
interest only in so far as it indicates 
the character of the author. And yet 
the manuscript of a famous book, or 
the autographic record of an impor- 
tant historical event, has the power of 
translating the observer into a realm 
where greatness holds the centre of the 
stage, and where all the human emo- 
tions figure. 

Consider, for instance, this small 
book, which is the first to attract the 
attention of the visitor on entering the 
Exhibit Room. The Bible, and Shake- 
speare—what, besides these, has more 
profoundly left its impress on the Eng- 
fish-speaking race, more widely affect- 
ed the English tongue, than “ Paradise 
Lost”? And here we have the epic 
in its first visible form, the imme- 
diate translation into the symbols of 
language of the conception brought 
forth by the poet’s mind. We evoke 
the picture of Milton in his blindnass 
dictating these lines which have re- 
sounded throughout the world, ennob- 
ling the thoughts and the characters 
of myriad men. To the imaginative 
mind this ceases to be a mere book, 
and becomes the epitome of an age, 
the symbol of the divinest attributes 
of universal man. 

Not far away, in another glass case, 
lies the manuscript of Keats’s “ En- 
dymion.” We see, as he wrote it, the 
immortal line, “A thing of beauty is 
a joy forever.” When creeds crumbie 
in the course of intellectual evolution, 
when doubt and pessimism assert them- 
selves in individual life, these inspired 
words still remain as irrefutable solace 
throughout our earthly journey. Beauty 
is pereanial, and all the miseries of ex- 
istence cannot obliterate it. In litera- 
ture Keats is its high priest, and the 
main tenet of his lovely faith is em- 
bodied in this page which, though 
mute, has awakened a thousand echoes 
in the man. And fitting it is 
that near by should rest a manuscript 
of Thomas Chatterton, another mar- 
who died in youth, 
world his debtor.

The 
skeptical contents of these angular lines 
contain in germ the thoughts which 
form the basis of his “ Queen Mab,” 
and recall the episode that led to his ex- 
pulsion from the University and his 
launching forth upon the sea of radical- 
ism.

whose inspiration still endures. 

Near Shelley and Keats one naturally 
looks for Byron. Here, as selections 
from a collection of Byron. manuscripts 
which is the finest in extstence, are, in 
the poet's hand, “Don Juan,” ‘““The Cor- 
sair,” and “ Marino Faliero”’; the quiet 
dignity of the last named tragedy in 
effective contrast to the vulgarity 
which marks many portions of the fam. 
ous narrative poem—but everywhere 
the stamp of genius. The Byron manu- 
scripts contain many corrections by the 
author and offer much interesting study 
to the scholarly investigator. 

From this point of view perhaps the 
most interesting of all the items here 
exhibited is Pope's “Essay on Man.” 
Probably the best known couplet in 
this best known of Pope’s writings is 
the one which in Mr. Morgan's manu- 
script rung first as: follows: 

Learn then Thyself, not God presume 
to scan, 


And know the study of mankind is 
man. 


Pope then changes In the first line the 
words “then Thyself" to “wa our- 
selves,” and in the second, the word 
“And” to “But.” Before the poem 
apreared in print Pope had varied the 
second line so that (unless memory 
ferves false) it should read: 


“The rightful science of mankind 
is man.” 
Then, in his own copy of the first 
edition, Pope made further auto- 
graphic corrections, changing the line to 
“The proper study of mankind 
is man,” 
in which form the verse now stands, 
aere perennius. Pope, in this poem, as 
throughout his writings, followed the 
counsel given by Boilean. “ Etudiez la 
cour et connaissez la ville’ was the 
Frenchman's advice as to subject mat- 
ter, and regarding style he laid down 
the canon that every line should be 
hammered out to the last degree of per- 
fection on the anvil of thought. 

While, then, we have in Pope the ulti- 
mate expression of eighteenth century 
reflection on man on the more restrict- 
ed side—man in the city—man at court 
—the movement, which is 
the prime element in the development 
of eighteenth century Hterature, and 
which has as itg leitmotif man him- 
self, whether In the fields or else- 
where, is in some ways best exempli- 
fied by the poetry of Burns. “ A man’s 
a man for a’ that” is the bugle note 
in the new battle in which Burns was 
the lyric protagonist. The manuscripts 
of the poem containing this verse, and 
of all the other songs of Burns, which 
are as familiar as the Ten Command- 
ments—“ Auld Lang Syne,” ‘“ Mary 
Morrison, ‘Comin’ Thro’ the Rye”’— 
were sent by the poet to his friend 
Thomson, and are, together with the 
letters of Burns, in Mr. Morgan’s collec- 
tion; and so are “Tam o’ Shanter” 
and “The Cotter’s Saturday Night,” 
and those wonderful epistles to Mrs. 
Dunlop. 

Once more we are carried back to the 
eighteenth century, for here is the man- 
uscript of a poem written by Swift, 
describing Stella at Wood Park. The 
usually biting wit of the old Dean is 
tempered by his affection for the one 
woman he ever loved. Next is the man- 
uscript of one of Dryden's plays, fol- 
lowed by a paper on Italy written by 
Addison. And here is old Samuel John- 
“Life of Pope,” not far from a 
comedy of his good friend Oliver Gold- 
How the spirit of Boswell must 
this reunion of his heroes!

Next to it are 
the manuscripts of ‘‘The Holiday Ro- 
mance,” “ Hunted Down,” “ Sketches of 
Young Gentlemen,” and “ The Battle of 
Life.” 


Practically all the famous’ English 
authors of the nineteenth century fig- 
ure in the exhibit. George Eliot, An- 
thony Trollope, Ruskin, with “ The 
Stones of Venice” ; Charles Reade, with 
“Hard Cash” and “Love Me Little, 
Love Me Long”; Carlyle, William 
Morris, the two Brontés, Charlotte, with 
“The Professor” ; Macaulay, Steven- 
son, Disraeli, Swinburne, Marryat with 
“ Midshipman Easy,” Wilkie Collins 
with his “ Moonstone” and “ The Wo- 
man in White,” and Bulwer Lytton with 
“The Last Days of Pompeii” and 
“ Harold.” What an astounding array 
of manuscripts of works that” have 
aroused the. pleasure.and beguiled. the 
imagination of eountless readers! 

Nor is the -collection of American 
literature one that can be passed by 
without interest.and wonder, The de- 
lightful Holmes offers “‘ The ‘Autocrat 
of the Breakfast.. Table,» and the 
melodious genius. of ill-starred -Poe 
contributes” “The Bells.” Longfel- 
low and Whitman bring. fruits of 
their thuse, and from ‘Whiter we 
have an unpublished poem entitied 
“Vathek ” ‘and the manuscript of “The 
Question,” printed in his works under 
the title of “ Questions of Life,” one 
of the finest of his poems. Lowell 
presents in his autograph the record 
of “A Year’s Life” It might be wished

cluded in this galaxy, so to round 
out the group of New England au- 
thors; and Mr. Morgan has some very 
fine Emerson manuscripts, both pub- 
lished and unpublished. But it would 
be ungracious to cavil at a selection 
which has presented to us such great 
American works as those already men- 
tioned, and to which are added Cooper's 
** Deerslayer”, Irving’s ‘‘ Conquest of 
Granada”, two Western stories ‘by 
Bret Harte, Fiske’s ‘‘ Destiny of Man" 
and “Through Nature to God”, and 
Hawthorne's “ The Ghost of Dr. Har- 
ris.” 

The last-named tale ig little known 
to the general public, but it has certain 
points of special interest to the student 
of Hawthorne. During the last years 
of his life his mind revolved almost 
incessantly around two themes which, 
in one way-or another, found expres- 
sion in all the writings of his declining 
years. The one idea is that of some 
elixir of life that should confer earthly 
immortality upon its possessor. In 
“Dr. Grimshawe’s Secret’ and “ The 
Dolliver Romance” this theme forms 
the basis of the plot. The other idea 
was that of the mystery of an ancient 
crime, manifesting itself in the ‘im- 
print of a bloody footstep, and still 
bearing fruit long years after its-com- 
mittal In “Septimius Felton” and 
the incomplete tale entitled “ The An- 
cestral- Footstep” this themé is’ elab- 
orated. ‘That both ideas which he 
sought to interweave contain the pos- 
sibility of a large spiritual and moral 
application is patent, but how best 
to’ use his material was a: source of 
much -wortisome: reflection to Haw- 
thorné, who, indeed, in this work, did 
tot’ rise to the height of his own ex- 
pectati6ns. With'these writings that 
disappointed their author; but which of- 
fer “So ‘much for interesting study, 
Mr. Morgan's’ manuscript, js associated.

So, in the exhibit at Columbia, we 
shall find autographs of Washington, 
to evoke memories of the Revolution, 
and of Lincoln, to recall the critical 
events of the civil war. 


The most striking Lincoln manu- 
script, however, is of literary and au- 
tobiographical, rather than of historic- 
al, interest. Lincoln, the statesman, 
the lawyer, the man, the Commander 
in Chief, is familiar to us; but Lincoln 
as poet is a novel figure. Yet here we 
have a lengthy original description in 
verse of a bear hunt in which the 
youthful Lincoln took part. Despite 
its metrical shortcomings, the poem 
has the merit of picturesqueness, and 
runs along with much swiftness of 
action. The concluding stanzas of this 
unpublished rarity reveal that insight 
into human character and that sense 
of humor -which.were so integral a 
part of ‘Lincoln's greatness, and which, 
displaying themselves in his‘ tonversda- 
tion,.enabled him so surprisingly. well 
to point a moral by the tale his wit 
adorned: 

Other famous personages in history 
represented in the exhibit include 


Cromwell, .who writes to his. wife a 
létter finely making evident his brave 
Puritanic’ character; William ‘enn, 
and Martha Washington, whose last 
Wills- and Testaments are- here; Corn= 
wallis, with the very proposal for the 
surrender at Yorktewn which ended 
the war -between England and Amer- 
ica,.and. Mary, Queen.of Scots, whose 
letter to the Duke de Guise gives rise 
to recollections of the romantic career 
of the Princess who has appealed, be- 
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all other women, 
poets, and around 
clusters so vast an 
literature. The Duke de 
one of the chief characters to figure 
in the political intrigues by whieh 
Mary continually sought to regain her 
lost power, and it was to him that she 
addressed one of her last letters, to 
apprise him of her condemnation to 
that death which brought to an end 
the unhappy adventures of a woman 
who, for all her vices and frailties, 
was yet, in high intelligence, in. noble 
courage, and in unflagging will, a 
worthy daughter, wife, and mother of 
kings. 

We may turn, if we wish, from this 
magnificent creature of a dissolute 
French Court to the contemplation of 
moral and religious manuscripts of two 
of the greatest ecclesiastics whose ora- 
tory affected the life of France, for 
here are Bossuet’s “Sur la Satisfac- 
tion de Jésus-Christ” and Fénelon’s 
“La Philosophie Morale ou Ethique” 
in the same case with sermons. and 
letters of Laurence Sterne, and the 
Psalms of David translated into Eng- 
lish verse by John Keble: Later 
French literature is further represent- 
ed by Voltaire’s “ Pucelle d'Orléans” 
and his remarkable essay on “Theism”; 
by the “Chansons” of Beranger, Du- 
mas’ “Three Musketeers,” and im- 
portant manuscripts of Mme. de Staél, 
Zola, and many others. The Dumas 
manuscript once more carries us into 
the realm of adventure where no deed 
seems. too daring for bravery 10 at- 
complish on behalf of love and beauty. 


Such, then, are a.few suggestions 
concerning the interest of this exhibit. 
There has been no attempt to mention 
every item displayed; while the dis- 
cussion. of many points. of ..technical 
interest.-to- autograph collectors has 
been avoided as apart from the gen- 
eral’ purpesé -of this paper It. hgs 
been written with the desire ‘of bring- 
ing te the attention of the public at 
large the golden opportunity whith 
now “is “offered” at ‘Columbia: Byery 
visitor, we. fancy, will find special 
manuscripts to-arouse his delight, e 
according to the trend of his literaty 
tastes. Milton, Keats, Thackeray, 
Dickens—all have their own. -votaries

futes Not a Few Errors of Popular Tradition 
~A Scholarly Work Begun.

No attempt in this edition, which will 

the definitive one, is made to veil, to 
xtenuate, to point out either virtues 

r defects. The only intention, evi- 
dently, is to make the great Minister's 

rsonality clear. In some instances, 
hen his personal prejudices might mis- 

Jead us, as In the passages when the 
Yact of the birth of the Seigneur de 
LLuynes is misstated, careful correction 
is made, but no more than this. 

The ruthless will of the Cardinal is 
evident, and the secrets by which he 
made that will effective, are not al- 
ways fully revealed. He came in econ- 
tact with the Court early in life, but 
from the very beginning his will, his 
purpose, that of serving his country 
according to his ight, his strong com- 
Mon sense, his kindness, (when kind- 
ness did not interfere with his princi- 
ples,) are evident. “His figure,” De 
Courcel says in his preface, “ piques 
our curiosity rather than satisfies it. 
His sombre purple attracts and repels 
vs.” Itds certain that one cannot read 
these clear pages without “the grip 
of the lion.” 

The older editions of the Memoirs, 
including the famous “ Histoire de la 
Mére et du Fils” were, to say the 
least, not critical. This present edition 
“ which is in course of publication is very 
scrupulously edited. M. de Beaucaire, 
if he has erred at all, has erred on the 
side of extreme scientific care, and he 
hesitated to touch his subject, which to 
him is a labor of love, until he had in- 
yoked the aid of the “ Société de |’His- 
tolre de France”"—MM. Alphonse de 
Courcel, Robert Lavollée, \Francois 
Brune, Gabriel de Mun, Leon Levestre, 
and, above all, M, Jules Lair, recently 
ead, 

The rules laid down by M. Lair—one 
of the first of prolegomenists—will be 
faithfully followed in the continuation 
of this work. One of its attractions is 
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that one feels in such safe hands, The 
variations in the different editions are 
given, and no note is omitted that can 
clear up the text. Very often expert 
and semi-ignorant annotators have the 
same fault. The first takes too much 
knowledge for granted on the part of 
the reader, the second omits certain 
means of illumination because they are 
not sufficiently flluminated themselves. 
Historians of the dryasdust variety, 
who sometimes leave us in doubt about 
small matters, might consider the defi- 
nition of the word “ virtue,” as applied 
to Henri IV, and the Marsha! Goutant- 
Biron,..as beneath their notice. To 
point out that it meant “ courage and 
greatness of soul,” rather than “ vir- 
tue” in fits modern and connotative 
sense, is not beneath the dignity of the 
Count de Beaucaire. And when Anne 
of Cleves is mentioned, and the more 
cultured of the ignorant might possibly 
confuse her with another Anne of 
Cleves, one is informed that she was 
the wife of Louis Philippe of Bavaria, 
Duke of Naubourg. 

Certainly virtues of the ordinary sort 
cannot be attributed to Henri IV., 
whose life as King of France occupies 
many of the earlier pages of the great 
Cardinal’s meditations. It is evident 
that Richelieu had the highest admira- 
tion for the greatness of sou) of that 
King of Navarre who was willing to ac- 
cept the mass in order to obtain Paris. 
These memoirs confirm the verdict of 
history that Richelieu, like the great 
Henri, had only one end in view—the 
glory of France; but they do not con- 
firm the impression that either the 
King or the Cardinal were hard-heart- 
ed or even unscrupulous in the Machia- 
vellian sense, Machiavelli had only 
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voiced in “ The Prince” the diptomatie 
conceptions of the time. Whatever 
Christian government had been in the 
Middle Ages, it had become non-relig- 
ious in the atmosphere of the Renais- 
gance. And Richelieu, while he con- 
demns the foolishness of Henri IV. in 
his amours and amourettes, and he was 
@ veritable, but amiable, Priapus, is 
heartily in sympathy with the King in 
other matters. 

The Cardinal admits that Henri had 
ceased to be a Huguenot in order to ob- 
tain the crown of France. “A propos,” 
writes the Cardinal, “il confessa & la 
reine qu'au commencement qu'il fit 
profession d'’@tre catholique, il n’em- 
brassa qu’en apparence la vérité de la 
religion pour s’assurer en effet sa cou- 
ronne; mais que, depuis la conférence 
qu’eut & Fontainebleau le Cardinal du 
Perron avec le Plessis-Mornay, il dé- 
testait autant par raison de conscience 
la créance des huguenots; comme leur 
parti par raison d'état.” He declared 
that the Huguenots were the enemies of 
the Government, and that they would 
do harm to his son if he did not prevent 
them. He was at the same time severe 
on the Jesuits, a severity which he 
shows in his direction to Marie de 
Medicis when she was about to be made 


Regent. 


Of this severity Cardinal 
Richelieu does not approve. It was, he 
Says, a result of the teachings of the 
Huguenot clergymen when Henri was 
under their influence. Henri advised 
the Queen to treat the Jesuits well, but 
to prevent their too great progress and 
by no means to permit them to have es- 
tablishments on the frontier, “He es- 
teemed these good, religious, useful for 
the education of youth, but easily 
turned, under pretext of piety, against 
the obedience due to Princes.” He ad- 
vised the Queen to keep peace with the 
Huguenots until she was in @ condition 
to deal with them, aé he himself had 
suffered much from them; and he ex- 
pected that some day his son would 
chastise them. However, it is not prob- 
able that he meant this fn the sense in 
which Louis XIV., by his revocation of 
the Edict of Nantes, applied it. Hehri’s 
dealings with the descendants of the 
Moors of Spain, set forth by the Cardi- 
nal, show that he would not have 
shown the lack of foresight or the 
hardness of heart manifested in the 
revocation of the treaty of Nantes so 
unjustly attributed to Mme. de Malin- 
tenon. 

“ However,” writes Cardinal Riche- 
Heu, “I cannot help speaking of one 
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of the results produced in Spain by the 
most bold and barbarous plan of which 
history in all preceding centuries has 
any mention.” It must be remembered 
that both Henri and the Cardinal had 
no love for Spain; Henri opposed Span- 
ish marriages for his children, as he 
belfeved that logically the aggrandise- 
ment ‘of Spain meant the decline gf 
France, and vice versa. This horrible 
plan “gave an opportunity to France 
to offer a testimony of her compassion 
and humanity at the same time.” Spain 
was full of the descendants of the 
Moors. “The evil treatment,” contin- 
ues the Cardinal, “they had received 
from the King, and the scorn which 
they suffered from the older Christians 
made the greater part of them retain 
secretly their impious and false relig- 
ion against God because of the hatred 
thee had against men. They were 
treated as slaves, and they* sought to 
find the means of freedom.” The} were, 
especially in Granada and Valencia, 
under suspicion of preparing to attack 
their masters, although the law forbade 
them to bear arms, even unpointed 
knives being forbidden. All these peo- 
ple, many of them Christians, were or- 
dered to leave Spain. In three days all 
the descendants of the Moors, Writes 
the Cardinal, were to be exiled. Their 
wives and children must go, too; they 
were permitted to trade all their mova- 
bles for merchandise, all their other 
property becoming confiscated to the 
State. “It is impossible,” continues 
the Cardinal, ‘to describé the wretch- 
edness of thesa@ poor people, deprived 
of their property, banished from the 
land of their birth; those who were 
Christians—not a small number—forced 
like the others to Barbary, would be in 
peril of being forced to embrace against 
their will the Mohammedan religion.” 
The Duke of Medina remmonstrated, but 
he was told that no mercy should be 
shown. The Cardinal estimatés the 
number of exiles at 800,000. Then 
Henri stepped in.. All who professed 
the Catholic faith on their way through 
France to exile, to the Bishop of Ba- 
yonne, were to be permitted to remain 
in France. The others, clinging to the 
creed of Mohammed, were to be provid- 
ed with the necessary vessels for reach- 
ing the coast of Barbary. The King 
was assassinated before he could-carry 
out this design, but Marie de Medicis 
faithfully executed it. 


After his death the Queen, according 
to the Cardinal, remembered only his 
virtues. During his lifetime, the Car- 
dinal admits that she “made scenes,” 
and he thinks she had reason—and she 
certainly had. She loved the King, and 
the King was nfost willing to give her 
any reasonable thing she asked of him, 
provided she did not furiausly object to 
his attentions to other ladies. The Car- 
dinal, who is by some writers loo 
on as a cynic, willing to condone Hen- 
ti’s sensualities for reasons of State, 
was evidently horrified. and even puz- 


zled by the incontinence of so wise a 
monarch. The list of the ladies to 
whom. Henri devoted himself is longer 
than that which Lorenzo reveals in the 
opera of “Don Juan,” but the King 
makes no apologies, ner does he affect 
concealment. The Queen implored him 
and threatened she would publicly in- 
sult Mme, de Verneuil and the others. 
The Duke of Sully advised her against 
trying to make the King jealous, as 
this was her last resource. Even in the 
extremity of her just indignation she 
dared not use this weapon, although 
she wanted to.. She ‘trusted ard liked 
the blunt Duke of Sully at this time, 
and in him found a good friend, and we 
ao not observe that there” was. any lack 
of respect between him, the stan¢h, Hu- 
guenot, and the. orthodox.. Richelieu, 
Overturred in the river at .-Ger- 
main,, she wags. almost but 
her first exclamation on recovery wag 
for the Kihg. He was deligifted, and 


often quoted this as a proof of her de-. 


votion, He hada cold bath, too, but 
the shock “cured the toothathe with 
which he had long been suffering. And 
this amused him immensely. “I had 
eaten too much salt at dinner and I 
neede@ a drink.” p 

The Cardinal quotes as among his de- 
signs that of giving Mile. Vendome, his 
daughter by Gabrielle d’Estrées, in 
marriage to Sully’s‘son, the Marquis de 
Rosny, and by this means pages De 
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ing of his powerful army, “his appe+ 
tite might grow in eating.” His almost 
Napoleonic plans were cut short by the 
assassin on the day before Marie de 
Medicis was to be consecrated as Re- 
gent of France 

Richelieu, while possessing the cool- 


est judgment, seems fascinated by the 


character of this great King. He does 


not gloss his defects. He simply can- 
not account.for them He dpologizes 
for stoppifig the course of his hist i 
order to'be a theologis 1 

he adds, feaches us to despise those su- 
perstitious observances of omens and 
predictions which made so great a part 
of paganism. Nevertheless, his Emi- 
nence procceds with the air of a modern 
skeptic who carries a rabbit's foot in 
case of danger, or touches wood, when 
a boast is uttered, to say that on the 
first day of May, when the King plant- 
ed, as usual, the green in the court of 
the palace, he fél!l three times, at which 
he said to the Maréchal de Bassom- 
pierre and others of his suite: “A Ger- 


man Prince would have drawn bad 


omens from this accident, and his sub- 
jects would have believed his death to 
be a sure thing; but I do not amuse 
myself with these superstitions.” But 
this is not all. The Queen had dreams 
that the King was killed;religieus i 
convents had presentiments—page : 
page fs filled with prognostications 
rhnembered after the event, which the 
Cardinal carefully sets down. 

Why was the King cut o¥f in the 
flower of his youth? People gave vari- 
ous reasons for it. He had put off the 
penance enjoined on him when he had 
received absolution for his heresy. He 
had toyed lightly with the marriage tie, 
and dragged down in the public view 
the sacredness of the sacrament of mat- 
rimony. He had favored dueling. The 
Cardinal, who hated duels, is,*one can 
see, not disinclined to look on this as a 
special reason for God's judgment. A 
just war is one thing, the Cardinal adds, 
but, when a war is undertaken with 
an unholy purpose, it must bring deso- 
jation on him who plans it; however, he 
does not care to dwell on the causes 
of the @eaths of Kings. ‘Horrors 
were engendered in men's minds 
by dwélling ow that of Henrl. A child 
of twelve even “threatened to kill the 
young King. He was condemned to 
death, but he appealed, and was to be 
punished with the whip and the gal- 
leys, when “nature was so clement as 
to give the monster death.” 

The Queen diverged from the rules 
laid down by the husband in many 
ways, She leaned toward Spain and 
Italy. One can see that Richelieu, as 
well as the Duke of Sully, had much to 
suffer. On one hafid were the Hugue- 


nots, believing firmly that in the eyes 


of God a Catholic King wags no King, 
and quoting the Old Testament in their 
fayor; on the other Suarez and his de- 
fense of the Catholle faith, which near- 
ly brought about the excommunication 


of the Parliament which burned it, be- 


éause -it was stipposed to teach that 
there’ were circumstances in~ which 
Kings might*be deposed by their sub- 
jects, or everi by foreigners. It was 4 
difficulf time, and even the tremendous 
strength of the Cardinal was on some 
otcasions exerted in vain. —

An Investigation of the Tribute 
Paid by the Current Month- 
lies to the Winter 
Feast.

Let nothing you dismay— 
for the Christmas magazines 
are here again in all their 


With each recurring Yuletide comes 


the lament, “ Ah! Christmas is not what" 


it was when I was young.” And, unlike 
most laments for the palmy days, there 
is a great deal of truth in this. Christ- 
mas never can mean to the grown-up 
just the same thing it means to the 
child; perhaps its observance becomes 
something very fine and deeply spirit- 
ual, perhaps it becomes merely a mat-~- 
ter of usage and sentiment; inevitably 
it changes. How can a mere adult per- 
son experience all the joy of the holi- 
day—the sense of faery, the mysterious 
undercurrent of wonder at the Story of 
the Day, the rapture of the odor of 
greens and melting wax, the delights 
of unlimited stuffing on Christmas 
sweets, and the care-free acceptance of 
possible penalties in the way of over- 
loaded stomach and imagination? But 
we make the best of whatever we may 
snatch from the past, and, on the whole, 
if Christmas has changed, it Is still a 
very good thing, and we couldn't think 
of getting along without it. 

Yet we continue to hear a great deal 
about “he decay of the’ Christmas 
spirit.” A magazine editor is popularly 
supposed to spend a large portion of 
time in the occupation of putting his 
ear to the ground; it hasn’t a pleasant 
sound, but it appears to be profitable 
both to him and to us. 

Turn to the magazines of to-day and 
you wilt discover not only no “ decay 
of the Christmas spirit,” but a positive 
renaissance. The covers are, for the 
most part, a deliglit to the eye, and 
the stories and articles fairly bristle 
with holiday sentiment. And if you 
still doubt, leap over the last pages— 
the advertisers, bless ‘em, have no 
doubts. Perhaps it is all a little ag- 
gressive; the skeptic may feel that we 
are blustering and protesting a trifle 
too much, displaying our holly wreaths 
and mistletoe at every possible window 
to convince ourselves, no less than the 
passers-by. However that may be, 
Christmas has not yet outlived its 
mission, and we are not to blame if 
our National characteristics assert 
themselves in its defense. 

It is true that there are some tales 
of battle, murder, and sudden death, 
but, in the main, the fiction is, when 
not avowedly concerned with Christ- 
mas, at least of a pleasant and senti- 
mental character. The magazines de- 
voted to the interests of women are 
particularly attractive. Harper’s Ba- 
zar has a striking cover, and, besides 
many useful suggestions for the usual 
useless array of presents, presents a 
story by Mary E. Wilkins-Freeman, 
entitl “Her Christmas,” and Yule- 
tide poems by Louise Morgan Sill and 
Clinton Scollard. The Ladies’ Home 
Journal has a Harrison Fisher girl on 
its cover, and many stories and articles 
of seasonablé Witerest. “Lhe Woman's 
Home Companion prints a somewhat 
perfunctory tale, by Mrs. Wilkins-Free- 
man, and a wholly charming story by 
Josephine Daskam Bacon, “The Luck 
0’ Lady Joan,” beautifully ilustrated, 
and one of the réal Christmas stories 
of the year. St. Nicholas features 
Santa Claus on eover and in contents. 

The women’s magazines, though not 
alone, are the worst offenders in the 
matter of the saccharine He and She 
Stories. A snowstorm, a pretty quar- 
rel, and a bit of mistletoe might just 
as well be exchanged for a thunder- 
storm, the same quarrel, and a fire- 
cracker, the story to be printed in the 
Fourth of July issue. But perhaps we 
are more rebellious than usual at the 
offering of charlotte russe, when we de- 
sire at least plum pudding. 

Harper’s presents an attractive ap- 
pearance in its holly-red cover, and 
shows some fine examples of color 
printing in Howard Pyle's illustrations 
to his own amusing story, “'The Mys- 
terious. Chest,” a quaint conceit of 
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azine than in others. Scribner's pre- 


| sents @ racing story, by James B. Con- 


nolly. The Point of View calis atten- 
tion to “ A Christmas Sermon.” 

The Century, in an attractive dress 
of silver, offers tribute to the season 
in abundance, There are “ Yule-tide in 
the Old Town,” by Jacob A. Riis; “A 
Christmas at Mount Vernon,” by Gail- 
lard Hunt; a Christmas poem by Frank 
Dempster Sherman. 

Country Life in America for Decem- 
ber is particularly interesting with its 
beautiful cover printed in gold and 
colors from a Lumiere-process photo- 
graph. Many of the illustrations are 
reproduced from the autochrome plates, 
and in addition a notable piece of illu- 
minating is given in Walter Tittle’s 
decorations for “ Two Colonial Christ- 
mas Days.” The World's Work has a 
special Christmas editorial, as has Ap- 
pleton's Magazine. “ The Renaissance,” 
by William Chester Estabrook, in the 
latter periodical, is a pleasant story for 
holiday reading. 

McClure’s has the usual number of 
good stories, including “The Mistletoe 
Bough,” by Lucy Pratt, which, in spite 
of the title, is an interesting and pa- 
thetic, little tale. Louise Imogen 
Guiney’s “A Carol of the Beasts,” and 
two stories—‘‘ Simon the Gentle,” by 
E. F. Stearns, and “ The Closing of the 
Ranks,”’ by Margaret Wilson, are par- 
ticularly for the holiday reader. Every- 
body’s and Hampton's Broadway Mag- 
azine have delightful toy covers, and 
each prints a short story by O. Henry, 
one whimsical, the other pathetic, 
Everybody’s devotes several pages to 
“ A Child’s Christmas Tree,” illustrated 
by Eugenie Wireman, with verses by 
Joseph. C. Lincoln, Burges Johnson, 
Wilbur D. Nesbit, Theodosia Garrison, 
and others. An article by Theodore 
Roosevelt, “ Getting Christmas Dinner 
on a Ranch,” will attract attention. 
“The Star in the Bast,” by Lindsay 
Dennison, and a poem by Arthur String- 
er, reprinted last week in this Review, 
are among the praiseworthy special 
features of Hampton’s. Munsey’s post- 
eresque cover and display of pages in 
color are attractive, and the popular 
priced magazines are, without excep- 
tion, full of Christmas stories, verses, 
and articles, 

We may safely assume that the ar- 
rival of Christmas is: still an event 
of some importance. We have no visible 
cause for lament or complaint, Per- 
haps we may feel that the authors 
might have introduced a little more 
of the spiritual, even of the super- 
natural, into their storiés—Mrs. Bacon 
and E. Nesbit, in a sketch in Ainslee’s, 
are most successful In giving the real 
Christmas glow and thrill. But then, 
Old Marley’s Ghost cannot walk through 
every tale. And as to the poetry—well, 
we must not expect to stumble on the 
solemn beauty of “The Ode to the 
Nativity” or the quaint simplicity of 
“The Burning Babe” every year. On 
the whole, it is Noél, Noél. =

Philadeiphia: The ‘Jewish Publicatfon So- 
clety of America. 

The title of this book hardly does jus- 
tice to its contents. It suggests a series 
of technical essays of interest only to the 
special student. But while Rabbi Schech- 
ter is a thorough scholar, he is also capa- 
ble of writing in a popular and delightful 
style, not devoid of humor. His studies 
should be interesting alike to Jews and 
Christians. The opening essay, ‘‘ A Hoard 
of Hebrew Manuscripts,” gives an account 
of his exploration of a “ Genizah,” or 
Jewish storehouse, in Cairo, containing 
@ great mass of writings, which Dr. 
Schechter carried to England for investi- 
gation, He here gives an account of the 
preliminary investigation, which it will 
take years to complete. 

The most interesting essay is that enti- 
tled “A Glimpse of the Social Life of 
the Jews in the Age of Jesus the Son of 
Sirach,” the author of the book of “‘ Ec- 
clesiasticus”” in the Apocrypha. It is a 
pity that the Apocrypha has so largely 
disappeared from the consciousness of 
Protestant Christendom. Rabbi Schech- 
ter brings out very delightfully a picture 
of the Son of Sirach and of the society 
in which he lived. Interesting also is the 
account of “ Safed in the Sixteenth Cent- 
ury, a Town of Legists and Mystics.” 
Safed is a Jewish town in Galilee, still a 
conspicuous object to the traveler from 
Nazareth to Tiberias. This essay gives a 
vivid picture of its contribution to Jewish 
thought and life. And our author himself 
believes firmly that Jews have a con- 
tribution te other. thought and life be- 
sides their own.

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AUTOBIOGRAPHY 
OF ELLEN TERRY 


Incidents in Life of the Actress, 
Together with Reminiscences 
of Her Associates on 

the Stage. 


} LLEN TERRY was first seen 
in this country in 1883, She 
was then 35 years old and 

<3 at the very zenith of her 

The charm of her personality 

and the eloquence of her speech made 
a strong and lasting impression. She is 
still, a quarter of a century later, one 
of the most popular of actors. As the 
artistic associate of Irving in the years 
of his greatest triumphs, she fills a 
more important place in theatrical his- 
tory. Her portrayals of Shakespeare’s 
Beatrice, Portia, and Ophelia have 
had no formidable rivals in all these 
years. As Lady Macbeth and Kath- 
erine of Arragon probably the glamour 
of her fame and her rare personality 
measurably atoned for some histrionic 
deficiencies. Playgoers who could re- 
member Charlotte Cushman and knew 
Mme. Janauschek were not carried 
away by Miss Terry’s efforts in trag- 
edy. But in many roles of lesser 
weight in modern drama, such as Olivia 
in Wills’s dramatization of Dr. Gold- 
smith’s story, Ellen Terry has been 
unsurpassed. 

In her prime her remarkably intelli- 
gent countenance easily assumed the 
aspect of beauty. One of her great- 
est gifts was the ability to represent 
beauty. This is a part of histrionism. 
The greatest of the actresses, excepting 
only Adelaide Neilson, have not been 
strikingly beautiful women off the 
stage. Painters and sculptors have 
praised the easy freedom of Miss Ter- 
ry’s motions, the plastic grace of hér 
poses, the breadth and aptness of her 
gestures, and her sparing use of gestic- 
ulation. Throughout her life, from her 
early childhood, she has been in the 
public eye. Among her friends have 
been many of the famous men and 
women of the Victorian age and our 
own times. 

Naturally her autobiography* was 
looked for with eager interest. The 
book, now fresh from the press, has 
already had a somewhat eventful his- 
tory. Begun ag a serial in a popular 
New York magazine, its publication 
was discontinued when the editor 
learned that some of the chapters had 
already appeared in print; but was 
resumed later in obedience to the pub- 
He demand. It makeg an interesting 
book, an in some way a remarkable 
one, for a large part of it is truly 
autobiographical, ingenuously _ self- 
revelatory. Miss Terry begins with 
an implied apology for her lack of 
ligerary ‘skill, but the book is so well 
written that it holds the reader’s at- 
tention for 400 pages. She apologizea, 
too, for a bad memory. To be sure, 
she often forgets the text of her part 
on the stage, But her memory has 
served her well enough in making her 
book. She burned nearly all her diaries 
once, She feels sure that the few 
quoted passages from them which es- 
caped destruction prove that the burn- 
ing was no great loss. Yet these are 
among the most significant and piquant 
passages In the autobiography. 

Miss Terry, then, has caught the 
authentic ancient tone of autobiog- 
raphy. A poor story, she says, but 
my own, and all I have to téll. This is 
@ veritable XVIIIth century pose, but 
it is quite in keeping, like Miss Terry's 
occasional misquotations which recall 
pleasant memories. The first half of 
the book is the most interesting. Here 


the narrative is simple, direct, and 


frank, In the beginning we have a 
glimpsé of her precocious childhood 
when, safelylocked in the attic room 
of @ theatrical lodging at.Glasgow, 
_ while her father and.mother and sister 
Kate were at the theatre, little Billen 
would climb to the bureau top ’and 
watch the setting sun, with an inborn 
love of radiance and the harmony of 
tone, and afterward wonder at the 
glowing lights of the furnaces, 

Ellen was born, Feb. 27, 1848, in

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vived infancy and seven are still liv- 
ing. The parents were actors, and six 
of the children took to the stage, Kate 
was quite a famous actress in Lon- 
don before she married and retired. 
Fred and Marion are still acting. In 
spite of tales._to the contrary, Ellen 
did not make her appearance on the 
stage until she acted Mamilius, the son 
of Hermione, in “ The Winter's Tale,” 
at the age of 8 years, in the Princess's 
Theatre, London, But there are yarns 
about her performances in pantomime 
and as the Duke of York in “ Richard 
aii" 

From her earliest years Ellen was 
trained in speaking by her father, 
whom Clement Scott ealls “ Ben” 
Terry, who is put down in the the- 
atrical dictionaries as “J. T.” Terry, 
and whose first name his daughter 
does not mention. She knows nothing 
of her ancestry. Her branch of the 
Tetry family has no history back of 
the Victorian age. Needless to say, 
the revelation of personality in this 
book is much more interesting than 
its chronicle of theatrical events. It 
is interesting to be reminded that Miss 
Terry did not begin her career on an 
unfurnished stage where “the play 
was the thing” and, the spectacle of 
small importance. The scenery and 
costumes at the Princess’s under Charlies 
Kean’s management were magnificent; 
and he believed in long runs. fm ail 
the theatres in which Ellen Terry has 
ever acted infinite pains have been 
given to every pictorial detail. She be- 
lieves in scenéry and stage archaeology, 
in a careful selection of fabrics and 
buttons. She is no relic of the palmy 
days of “ shirt” and “shape” and un- 
joined flats, when the theatres all 
smelled of lamp oil and orange peel. 

Her childish memory of Charles 
Kean’s diction is that his voice was 
of a. wonderful quality, soft aud low, 
but distinct and clear as a bell. She 
does not remember that he aiways 
spoke as if he had a cold in the head, 
She remembers that Mrs. Kean’s in- 
variable coiffure, her hair drawn flat 
over her forehead and twisted tightly 
around her ears, and the many 
starched petticoats she wore spoiled 
the design of her classical costume es 
Hermione. The first night of ‘“ The 
Winter's Tale’’ Mamilius fell over his 
go-cart, copied from a Greek vase, and 


‘was scared. The Queen, Prince Albert, 


and the Princess Royal were in a stage 
box. The careful training in pronunci- 
ation Hilen received at the Princess's 
from Mrs, Kean, (Ellen- Tree,) wits 
the constant instruction of her father, 
made her specch what it has always 
beén. 

In the Bristol stock company, when 
Ellen played children’s r6les, Charles 
Coghlan was “walking gentleman.” 
He dressed each character so correctly 
and perfectly that the provincial audi- 
ence could not comprehend him. Miss 
Terry always admired Coghian. She 
was associated with some of his tri- 
umphs at the Prince of Wales's The- 
atre. .She acted Clara Douglas. to bis 
Alfred Evelyn, and was the Portia 
when his Shylock failed to please the 
Londoners. ‘The triufph of Irving was 
a blow to hfs hopes. He had been 
hailed as the “ coming man,” In many 
respects he was the best uctor of his 
time. But the British theatrical pub- 
lic has a mind like a horse's. It can- 
not comprehend two ideas at once. 
Edmund Kean’'s triumph was impos- 
sible until Kemble’s powers. were wan- 
ing. The elder Booth and Cooke. equal- 
Jy great actors, were rejected while 
Kean reigned. Like Booth and Cooke, 
Coghlan came to America, but he never 
got his deserts. This, however, is all 
apart from Miss Terry’s autobiography, 
‘an@ is getting ahead of the story.

Elfen played Cupid in a burlesque at 
Bristol she wore a short tunic which 
days was considered too 
‘scanty. to be nice.

Miss Terry talks very frank'y 
short married life with G. F. 
She was playing Mary Meredith in 
“Our American Cousin,” “ vilely,” 
says, when she left the stage to marry 
him. She was not quite sixtee. years 
old. She was married in a brown silk 
dress, designed by Holman Iiunt, a 
quilted white bonnet with a sprig of 
orange blossom, and a beautiful India 
shawl. She “went away” in a seal- 
skin jacket with coral buttons, and the 
bridegroom said, “Don’t cry. It makes 
your nose swell.” After her marriage 
she dwelt with the famous, the girl- 
wife of a great painter. Littie Hol- 
land House was the resort of eminent 
persons. Gladstone seemed to her like 
@ suppressed volcano. Disraeli wore 
a brighter blue tie than most men 
would dare to wear, and his straggling 
locks shook as he walked. srowning 
had a carefully brushed hat, a smart 
coat, and fine society manners. Ten- 
nyson she knew better. She visited him 
at Freshwater, He told her about wild 
birds and wild flowers, and picked for 
her the first bit of pimpernel she had 
ever noticed. He also taught her to 
say luncheon instead of lunch, 

Watts loved her tenderly. *She re- 
members only happiness in her rela- 
tion with Signor, as his friends called 
him. Her separation from him on the 
ground of “ incompatability of temper ” 
was brought about by the well-meaning 
“interference” of her father and 
mother, Tom Taylor, and others. She 
knows now that they “looked ahead 
and saw it was for her good. In the 
days of her triumph, of his old age, 
he used to write to her. The discretion 
and tenderness of these passages will 
strike every sympathetic reader. The 
incident could not be ignored. A bio- 
graphical or autobiographical work 
that ignores important facts in a life 
time or perverts them is worse than 
useless. 

Miss Terry, however, is less frank 
if not more discreet about her later 
domestic relations. She returned to 
the stage in 1863, and left it suddenly 
and secretly in 1869. In fact she dis- 
appeared. A body fotind floating in 
the Thames was identified by her fath- 
er as hers, The family_put on mourn- 
ing. When she heard of this she made 
her existence known. She dwelt for 
some years in Hertfordshire at Mackery 
End, which recalis the Essays of Elig. 
Two children were born to her, Edie 
and Teddy, whom we may identify as 
Ailsa and Gordon Craig. The theatrical 
dictionaries say that Ellen Terry's sec- 
ond husband was Charles Kelly, the 
actor, whose real name was Wardell or 
Wardwell. One of them says Mr. Kelly 
was the father of Gordon Craig and 
his sister. But Ellen Terry first met 
Kelly after her second return to the 
stage. 

Pecuniary troubles forced her return 
in the seventies. She acted Philippa in 
“The Wandering Heir” at the Queen’s 
Theatre, and in another play of Charies 
Reade’s. John Hare engaged her for 
his term of management at the Court 
Theatre, where she first acted Olivia to 
the Dr. Primrosé of Herman Vezin and 
the Squire Thornhill of Charles Kelly, 
She does*not mention her marriage 
with Kelly. 

There are many bright touches in 
the first half of the book which linger 
in the memory. Miss Herbert, who had 
served as Rosetti’'gs model, she says, 
looked like the Blessed Damosel lean- 
ing out across the bar of heaven. Kate, 
Ellen's sister, looked like a frail white 
azalea, and her acting was scientific 
and full of ideality. Mme. Favart, in 
Paris, taught Ellen not to black her 
eyeég underneath when making up. This 
was necessary when the stage was 
lighted from below, but became ugly 
and meaningless with the introduction 
of ‘top lights. - - 

She first acted with Irving in the 
sixties, as Katherine to his Petruchio, 
In 1878 she became the. leading actress 
at the Lyceum under his management.

s year the crop of travelers’ tales is 
Plentiful as ever.~ There is boundless 
Opportunity for choice, The reader may 
burn in the tropics or freeze in spirit near 
the pole. He may have his traveler's ‘tale 
gay or serious or with a sprinkling of 
both moods; with pictures. to aid his 
faney, or plain narrative unadorned. 
+ ‘The Rev. Dr. Henry “Van Dyke has but 
recently returned from the Holy Land, 
and here in a handsome volume, well 
illistrated with colored plates, “Out of 
Doors in the Holy Land,’ (Charles Scrib- 
ner’s Sons, $1.60,) are his impressions of 
Jerusalem and Jordan, the Galilee of 
these days, the road that leads to Damas- 
tus, and the great scenes of the history 
“which: opened the Christian. era. 

The book is exactly what might be ex- 
pected from a traveler whose eyes, like 
Dr. Van Dyke's, are ever open to the 
beautiful and whose pen is so well able to 
get forth what he sees. Gethsemane as it 
ds to-day, with its venerable trees eaten 
away by age, its patient Mohammedan 
gardener silently absogbed in his duties, 
and its gentle, friendly, brown-robed 
monks among the wall flowers, rosemary, 
and. anemones, becomes very real and 
wery near in these pages. The sullen Jor- 
dan, which seems to say, “Cross me if 
you can, and then go your way”; the 
Good Samaritan’s road, now filled with 
chattering tourists, are just as many 
have imagined them to be. 

“If what you read here makes you wish 
to go to the Holy Land, I shal) be glad,” 
gays Dr. Van Dyke in his preface, “ and 
if you go in the right way you will not 
be disappointed.” 

Dr. Van Dyke went in the right way. 
The keynote of the book, as tts title fm- 
plies, is the open-air life of Palestine and 
{ts-charm, The author has given to many 
an opportunity almost of feeling that 
charm without straying even a step from 
their own firesides. — 


Where Life Is Chill. 


There are partsof the earth which it is 
far pleasanter to read about than to visit. 
Such a realm is described in Alfred 4H. 
Hatrison's story, “In Search of a Polar 
Continent,”” (Edward Arnold, London,) in 
which is carefully set forth, with the ac- 
companiment of many excellent half-tone 
photographs, an account of the writer's 
exploration of the northern section of 
Alaska and the neighboring islands of 
the Arctic Ocean in the peripd from July, 
1905, to September last year. 

Mr. Harrigon, who comes of a family 
of pioneers, sought first to become ,ac- 
quainted with the native tribes of that 
district, and further to discover whether 
there was land hitherto unknown in the 
Arctic Ocean. Beyond these he had a proj- 
ect of thus ‘aying the foundation for an 
ultimate atiempt to reach the north pole. 
His story of his two years’ wanderings, 
while neither very exciting nor particu- 
larly novel, is full of interesting details 
of a country al} but unknown. It is the 
story of a practical man, full of detailed 
and painstaking observation, and it is 
gratifying to read with respect to his 
polar aspirations that the author now 
believes the great project of arctic trav- 
elers to be wholly feasible. He evidently 
means to try for the pole, and he seems 
to know how to set about landing the 
grand prize of arctic exploration. 

A ‘woman’s view of Alaska, the nearer 
section of that vast territory, has long 
been expected, and here it is in Miss 
Ella Higginson’s “ Alaska, the Great 
Country,” (the Macmillan Company, 
$2.50,) a sober, carefully prepared work 
of some {00 pages, copiously illustrated 
with half-tones of Alaskan scenery, and 
replete with detail regarding the country 
and its people. Miss Higginson is a 
stanch defender of the charm of the Far 
North. Once you have been there the 
smell of the cun shining on snow mixed 
with tundas and salt air, or a glimpse of a 
white mountain or a green valley or a 
blue strait will bring an ache to go back 
there, which stays. The pleading of the 
mountains and the pleading of the sea 
woven into one call in the spirit of Alas- 
A plea for the attractions of 
the land of gold and snow as a place of 
residence was hardly to be expected from 
@ woman, but in this instance the terri-

roth Alasica to Persia is a far cry, but 
‘ane Of-the advantages of the fire- 


instructive volume on Persia, a land of 
which few know much more than that it 
exports rugs and is governed by a Shah, 
has been produced by Dr. John G. Wish- 
ard, an American physician, who has 
spent half his lifetime there, keeping his 
eyes open and remembering the things he 
saw and heard. Dr. Wishard- writes 
easily and fascinatingly about the Shah's 
country in “Twenty Years in Persia,” 
(Fleming. H. Revell Company, $1.50,) and 
manages at the same time to present a 
full amount of valuable information about 
it. Not a little space in the book is given 
to the present political disturbances and 
their causes. It is pleasant to read that in 
the author's opinion Persia is making 
good progress to a more enlightened civ- 
lization, and particularly that the preju- 
dice of its people against Christians and 
Christian customs is gradually wearing 
away, 


Next to Persia there are few parts of 
the world with whose products we are 
closely and constantly iu touch and of 
which we know less than the picturesque 
istand of Ceylon—where the tea comes 
from. “In Old Ceylon.” (Edward Arnold. 
London.) Reginald Farrar, a traveler and 
writer of experience, does his best to 
dispel this ignorance of the sleeping ‘si 
and “of the saints, its ancient temples, 
rock-hewn bathing pools, and plieturesque 
people. A gigantic storehouse of mixed 
Oriental treasures is Ceylon. It contains, 
for instance, the oldest and holiest tree 
in the world, of which Mr. Farrar pre- 
serts an excellent photograph; quaint 
pottery, and beautiful gems without end. 
It is a land, too, of alternate brilliant 
sunshine and cool gray afternoons. The 
reader may do worse than take a trip 
with the author among the meek-faced 
Cingalese, f 

In Korea, thanks to the prominent part 
played by the country recently in the 
internatianal politics of the Far East, we 
are on more familiar ground, but a new 
and up-to-date edition cf L. H. Wnder- 
wood’s “Fifteen Years Among the Top 
Knots (the American Tract Society) is of 
interest nevertheless. Mrs, Underwood 
went to Chemulpo from Chicago as a 
medical missionary in 1888, andehas much 
to tell that is good to read not only of 
the. condition of the country, but of the 
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progress of missionary enterprise and of 
Western civilization among the Koreans. 

As might be éxpected, Asia ig much in 
evidence among this year’s books of 
travel. Another attractive volume, hand- 
somely illustrated with colored plates, is 
W. G. Burns Murdock’s “ From Edinburgh 
to India and Burmah.’’ (George Rout- 
ledge & Sons, London, $8.50,) an account 
of a long journey printed with thumbnail 
sketches by the author. Mr. Murdock 
can not only sketch but can write of 
what he observes, in a conversational style 
which is pleasant to read and helps to 
give his story not a jittle color. His notes 
on his journey are’ in the nature of a 
diary, and run smoothly and fluently, 
carrying the reader easily along through 
scenes which a heavier Mterary cicerone 
would render tiresome. 


Far Away and Near Home, 


The appeal of “A Parson in the Au- 
Stralian Bush” (Edward Arnold, London, 
$2) to the general reader ts more difficult 
to understand. It is a condensation by the 
Rev. C. H. S. Matthews, M. A., of the 
Brotherhood of the Good Shepherd, of 
a series of parish lectures delivered in 
England on religious and educational con- 
ditions in Australia, and tends to become 
a treatise on details of missionary work 
there with which few will have serious 
concern.” The fireside traveler, we are 
afraid, unless he has special fnterests, 
will quickly turn in another direction. 

He may find near home in “ Florida 
Enchantments” (The Onting Publishing 
Company, $8) a breezy and generally ad- 
nurable account of the sport and fun to 
be had in the home of the alligator and 
the manatee. If you would enjoy the 
pleasure of feeling the tarpon tug at your 
lite or try the rush of a captured 
shark, witheut the physical éxertion of a 
trip to Florida or the danger of being 
bitten by the shark, here is your oppor- 
tunity. The authors, Messrs. A. W, and 
Julian A. Dimock, are sportsmen every 
inch, who know how to paint the joys of a 
sportsman’s life, and no little charm also 
is added to their description of the birds, 
beasts, and fish of the land of flowers by 
many really wonderful photographs of 
these, which attest the labor and long 
experience which have produced™ thetr 
work. 


A more serious but an equally fascinat- 
ing contribution to the travel books of 
the year is ‘‘ Through Southern Mexico,”’

That the European section of the sea- 
son’s books of travel should be led by a 
dainty Llttle volume in which Edward 
Hutton tells of his “Country Walks 
About Florence” (Scribner's, $1.50) is fit- 
ting. It ls equally natural that the book 
written by Mr. Hutton as a result of a 
Spring and Autumn spent among the 
Florentine hills should be all that might 
be expected. Florence, Mr. Hutton says, 
in itself Is now no more than the most 
beautiful museum in the world, It is the 
one city In Italy which seems to have 
lost all character and to be contemptuous 
of her past. But in the lanes, the woods. 
the little villages that cluster about her 
is a different world, 

“If you give mo your company there, 
you will linger in the vineyards, you will 
hear songs, you will see the olives silver 
in the wind, you will stoop to the flowers, 
you will make haste slowly because of 
the beauty of the day, and you wil) not 
think of hurry, because of the beauty of 
the night. Between the cypresses I shall 
lead you from place to place, and you 
will dream of old renown,” 

That is the Florence of Mr. Hutton’s 
present book. It is worth a fireside jour- 
ney through it. 

“Sun and Shadow in Spain,’ by Maud 
Howe, \~.<tle, Brown & Co., Boston, $3,) 
fs In lighter yeln and is not innocent of 
American slang. It_is grievous to read 
in the land of Velasquez that it was “ up 
to her,” and the quotation marks seem 
to us to be no excuse, This jg a travel 
book for the light hearted who don't mind 
slang or object to the companionship of 
fellow-travelers disguised under initials, 
It deals with the oddities of Spanish 
travel, and ts sometimes amusing. 

wut if you are more seriously inclinea, 
you may go through “Southern Spain" 
with A. F. Calvert, (A. &. C. Black, Lon- 
don, $6,) Mr, Trevor Haddon painting the 
pictures by the way, in good company. 
It ts a delightful country, both in Mr. 
Calvert’s text and Mr. Haddon’s sump- 
tuous pictures, You see Seville, a city 
of white and gold, of leve and joy—the 
pearl of Andalusia; Granada, two thou- 
sand feet above the sea, a town full of 
memories of Moorish grandeur; Cordova, 
the remains of a splendid Babylon of 
other days, “ once the most magnificent 
and populous city in Europe; Byzan- 
tium alone excepted, now a small pro- 
vincial capital, bright, white, ana coquet- 
tish, without the solemnity and majesty 
which should invest the seats of vanished 
empires"; and Cadiz, the sea-lapped, 
most beautiful elty in all Spain, In text as 
well as in the artist’s efforts you travel 
through pictures in this story of Southern 
Spain. 

“Shamrock Land—A Ramble Thfough 
Ireland,” by Plummer F. Jones, (Moft- 
fat, Yard & Co., §2,) is a treatment of 
more familiar sceties upon similar lines. 
There {s a little more humor in Shamrock 
Land, as ig natural, but not a whit less 
picturesqueness, and the photographs il- 
lustrating the book are excellent. 


Pictured Travel Tales. 


Your fireside traveler is, of course, like- 
ly to prefer to find his travel pictures 
ready made. Most publishers know this 
and few there are of the travel books to 
which the era does not lend its aid, 
Thefe are stil! others in which the pic- 
tures in all the glory of their natural 
color vie with the text in telling the tale. 
Such as these should have a division all 
to therm eelves. 

Three of this year’s pictured travel 
books, and a handsome three they are, 
deal with the picturesque antiquities of 
Great Britain. “The Greater Abbeys of 
England" (Dodd, Mead & Co., $3.50,) is 
the theme of a beautifully illustrated work 
by Abbot Ganguest, with pietures In color 
after Wurwich Goble. The ruined, dis- 
mantled, time-worn,. and ivy-clad wrecks 
of these relics of four centuries ago par- 
ticularly lend themselves to the making 
of a book of this character, the material 
is not difficult of access, and In this in- 
stance, at jeast, author and illustrator 
have done well with it. The story of the 


' abbeys’ founding and their decay fs set 


forth with care and fidelity in each case. 
The plates would supply any element of 
picturesqueness that were lacking, but the 
task of setting these beautiful ruins and 
their history before American readers has 
been well done. The fireside traveler is 


Ukely to enjoy the book. 
“The English Castles,” with text by 


Eamund B. (James Pott 
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and well filled with excellent halftones as 
it is, even more attention has been paid 
to text than to illustrations, with the -e- 
sult that it will be an equally agreeable 
companion at the fireside or on a journey 
through the scenes with which i{t deals. 
The author knows his subject thoroughly 
and has the art, rare among special stu- 
dents, of telling it interestingly and with- 
out wearisome overelaboration of detail. 
It will repay those who love such venera- 
ble piles as Warwick, Caresbrooke, Arun- 
del, and Pevensey to read Mr. D’Au- 
vergne's condensed story of their days of 
splendor, 

“Qld Edinburgh,” dear to every Scot, 
is treated in two striking and handsome- 
ty bound volumes by Frederick W. Wath- 
eys, (L. C. Page & Co., Boston, $3.) Mr. 
Watheys has discerningly dealt with 
the authorities on Edinburgh's antiquities 
and his book js the result of careful se- 
lection and patient observation. It is co- 
piously illustrated from old paintings of 
the Scottish Kings, Queens, and cavaliers 
who once ruffled it through the High 
Street, and prints of the celebrities of a 
later period. 

Two more books which may be com- 
mended deal with Norway, a territory not 
yet made stale by the travel writer. ‘‘In 
Viking Land” (1. C. Page & Co., Boston, 
$3) deals with Norway in its general as- 
pect, its people, customs, and scenery. It 
is well and handsomely illustrated with 
halftones showing each of these phases of 
the subject. W. 8S. Monroe, its author, has 
traveled wide for his material, has found 
much that is interesting, and sets it forth 
tersely and well. 

“The Cathedrals and Churches of Nor- 
way, Sweden, and Denmark,’’ by P, Fran- 
cis Bumpus, (James Pott & Co,, $4,) is a 
larger and more luxurious hook which 
makes an excellent companion work, Mr. 
Bumpus knows a picturesque incident and 
is not afraid to include a few gooé stories 
in a serious book. He evidently has also 
been at great pains to get up his subject 
thoroughly and can write with authority. 
The book is handsomely illustrated with 
some forty halftones and colored plates. 

A timely and well executed volume on 
a kindred subject from more familiar ter- 
ritory is supplied by Mr. Bumpus in “ The 
Cathedrals and Churches of Northern 
Italy,” (L. C. Page & Co:, Boston, $2.50,) 
The author’s studies in many countries in 
this field have done him service in ena- 
bling him to present salient features with- 
out wearying the reader, and he has pro- 
duced an interesting as wel] as a hand- 
some book. Its photogravure illustrations 
are exceedingly well done, 

One of the most beautiful travel books 
of the year Is ‘“‘The Rhine,” by H. J. 
Mackinder, ($3.50,) with some hundred 


. colored iliustrations after Mr, James Jar- 


dine. There are few parts of Europe 
which lend themselves better to prctured 
story than does the Rhine country, and 
here it is described and portrayed in its 
every phase by loving and discriminating 
hands. The plates are particularly nota- 
ble as excellent specimens of the best 
work-of modern art. The book is pub- 
ished by Dodd, Mead. Co. 


The South Sea’s Call. 


To the man who could not go, Beatrice 
Grimshaw has addressed a fascinating 
story of travel at leisure from San Fran- 
cisco to New Zealand through the islands 
of the Pacific. It is a well-worn literary 
trail, but it is worth seeing through Miss 
Grimshaw's eyes, for she has felt the 
call of the South Seas and writes of them 
lovingly, as scenes in “a fairy tale that 
¢eame true” for the army of the “ Left 
Behinds who have forgotten years ago, or 
who will never forget while spiring masts 
stand thick against the blue skies and 
Keen salt winds wake madness in the 
brain.” 

In Papeéte she kept saying to herself, 
like Tommy in “ Barrie's Thrums,”’ “ I'm 
here, I'm here,” amid dug-out canoes filt- 
ting across the glassy lagoon like long- 
legged waterflies, beside gorgeous flam- 
boyant trees ablaze with vermilion flow- 
ers, under fiery-gold sunlight, spilling cat~- 
aracts of flame over the thickest leafage, 
turning the flowers to white and red- 
hot coals, painting the shadows under the 
houses in waves of ink, and bleaching the 
dust to dazzling snow. 

She interviewed the deposed Queen 

of Raratonga, an Impressive figure 
in gown of shabby black with wisdom, 
ki ess, and dignity written large on 
her fine, old face. She drank kava in 
Samoa and rather liked it, and, of course, 
took the plunge down Sliding Rock at 
Papascea, appreciated the taupo, the of- 
ficial village maid and wearied a little 
under Samoan oratory. 

Miss Grimshaw has many practical 
things to say also about the possibilities 
in the South Sea islands for the man who, 
with or without capital, would seek a 
home in a new country. Her book is 
worth while. The subject matter has 
been covered before in more or less appre- 
ciative fashion by many writers, but few 
have approached the task with a keener 
sympathy, a wider vision, and a daintier 
sense of humor. She explains it by a, 
pretty story. She ate of the fei In Tahiti 
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in new form by the American Tract Soci- | 
ety is “The Islands of the Pacific,” by | 
James M. Alexander. ($1.50.) This is 
largely a history of missionary enterprises 
in the South Sea islands, and has already | 
won its reputation in earlier editions. It 
is brought up to date, and some excellent 
photographs hava been added. 

These are some of the season's travelers’ 
tales and they are still coming. Are there 
not pleasant places and delightful com- 
panions awaiting the fireside traveler's 
pleasure? 





SPANISH ARTS AND CRAFTS. 


THE ARTS AND CRAFTS OF OLDER SPAIN. 
By Leonard Williams. Three volumes. 
Chicago: A. C. MeClurg & Co, 


OETHE’S saying, “That which the 
G hour creates, that alone the hour 
can use,” is one of those general 
utility maxims which includes equally in 
its broad application the modern sky- 
scrapers along the water front of New 
York and the delicate specimens of an- 
cient handicraft included in Leonard 
Williams’s fascinating treatise upon “ The 
Arts and Crafts of Older Spain.” 

The author’s limitation of his subject 
to the earlier periods of Spanish activity 
was virtually enforced by the variety and 
extent of the data necessarily to be in- 
cluded in any adequate description of the 
eraftswors« of a country formerly so rich 
in material resource and artistic ingenu- 
ity. A second consideration limiting the 
scope of the book was presumably the 
present prostration of the national genius, 
which to-day In these lines has nothing 
to offer that is not directly or Indirectly 
a copy or varlation of some earlier model. 

A tribute may be pald at the outset, 
therefore, to the exceptional discretion 
with which Mr. Williams has met the 
artist's ever-pressing problem of selec- 
tion. In a country where the rich Inven- 
tion of Moor and Roman were ultimately 
merged into the artistic flowering of the 
Renalssante, all combining tn the mak- 
ing of a great tradition, the question be- 
comes difficult what relating to this art 
may be omitted without detriment to the 
authority of the book as a whole. 


The design of Mr. Williams's book cov- 
ers in detail Spanish work in gold, iron, 
and bronze, in ivory, glass, pottery, and 
wood, extending to the textile manufact- 
uring interests, where silk and woolen 
weaving are shown preliminary to still 
greater achievements in the gossamer 
traceries of rare lace, at the embroidery 
frame, and the pictorial triumphs of the 
tapestry looms. In @ country such as 
our own, where the craftsmanship is 
mainly @ facile variation of allen pat- 
terns, and the hour creates for its use 
only what will please tastes that expect 
art appreciation to be the gourd-growth 
of a night, like the wealth that ministers 
to it, it is a delight to linger over the 
many photographic plates chosen by Mr, 
Williams as illustration for this Spanish 
art. Here are the fruits of a leisurely 
concentration in creation impossible in 
machine-made art. 

In the Spanish work one may study 
articles of adornment which illustrate 
cherished religious beliefs, a versatility 
of design and weaving that is not exact- 
ed from the modern goldsmith by the 
more self-conscious people of to-day, and 
also wood carvings or metal armor where- 
on legends and popular myths were once 
traced in line for the benefit of eyes 
uneducated to the written symbols. 


This individuality of thought added to 
the careful study of decorative effect by 
and for itself increases the demand made 
upon the critic or teacher of Spanish art 
crafts, The interpreter of the old work 
must assume by turns the mental] attitude 
of the philosopher-historian, able to rec- 
ognize the inter-relation between the past 
hour and its creation, Again, the artist, . 
delighting in the application of the me- 
dium to the idea, and last, but by no 
means least, the author must show him- 
self the practical weaver, draughtsman, 
carver, capable of explaining to the many 
students to-day actively\ engaged in simi- 
lar occupations the methods by which 
the craftsmen of ancient and mediaeval 
Spain so cunningly wrought metal and 
wood Into forms that showed the orna- 
mental and the useful to be willing yoke- 
mates. 

Leonard Williams’s success in meeting 
this threefold demand is so notably evi- 
dent throughout the 800 pages comprised 
in “ The Arts and Crafts of Older Spain” 
that it would be-a mistaken sense of 
duty which dictated examining the vol- 
umes for a possible something left un- 
done. It is sufficient to express appre- 
elation for the author’s practical treat- 
ment of his subject which makes the book 
a valuable guide for the modern crafts- 
man, and to close with an added expres- 
sion of admiration for the literary charm 
ef Mr. Williams's style, which so con- 
trives to interminele working detail with 
the historically quaint or impressive that 
his manual of Spanish craftsmanship be- 
comes a charming essay-narrative 
through which the reader comes in touch 
win the intimate things of home life and!

Of all the books for the young people 
nohe are so generally satisfactory as the 
wonder books and fairy tales of differ- 
ent kinds. The old ones are as good as 
the new~—sometimes hetter—and some- 
time in a child’s life they are sure to 
strike a responsryve—note. 

There are two different editions this 
year of that ever charming story of 
Charles Kingsley'’s, ‘The Water Babies,” 
and nothing could be more delightful for 
a Christmas gift. It is one of the books 
which is of permanent value. Both vol- 
umes are from the New York publisher, 
E. P. Dutton & Co., and each $2.50. One 
edition comes from the London’ publish- 
ers, J. M. Dent & Co., and has twelve 
illustrations by Margarét’ W. Tarrant. 
These are full page, in delicate colors and 
very charming. ‘The book has uncut 
edges, uncalendered paper, and an at- 
tractive binding in linen. It is the thick- 
est volume of the two, but has only 284 
pages, to 336 of the other edition, This 
is on heavily calendered paper, with gilt 
edges and seventy half-tone and six color 
full-poge illustrations by Arthur Dixon. 
There are linen covered boards to this 
also, although perhaps a little less at- 
tractive. Ernest Nister is the publisher.

Malory,” by Lillian O, Stevens and Ed- 
ward Frank Allen, (Houghton Mifflin 
Company,) with illustrations. A good 
book with pictures is ‘‘A Child’s Guide 
to Mythology,” by Helen A. Clarke, (Ba- 
Ker & Taylor Company, $1.25.) A very 
jolly story is “Father Crow and His 
Crew: A Story for Children and Wise 
Grown-Ups,”” by Franklin H, Olmsted, 
with delightful pen and ink pictures by 
T. Gilbert White, (B. W. Dodge & Co, $1.) 
It is an exciting tale of the adventures of 
the crow family, which must be read to 
be appreciated. The pictures also make 
g00d reading. 

A very beautiful and serious book, 
though also with a good deal of little 
boyishness in it, is “The House of 
Prayer,”’ which has been appearing serial- 
ly in ‘“‘The Churchman.” Florence Con- 
verse is the author, and there are eight 
illustrations by Margaret Ely Webb, (E. 
P. Dutton & Co. $1.50.) It is a story 
which a thoughtful child and many grown- 
ups would enjoy. 

“Story Lives of Great Composers,"\. by 
F. J. Rowbotham, (E. A. Stokes Co.,) 
is.an excellent and comprehensive book of 
869 pages. The life histories of seven 
great composers are given—Bach, Han- 
del, Haydn, &c.—with portraits of each, 
text pictures illustrating incidents in their 
lives, and the principal compositions of 
each. It is very readable. 

It looked as if when the “ Little 
Colonel "’ was married, as she was in the 
last of the books in which she played a 
part, there was nothing more to write 
about. But all the young people have been 
saying that thefe were many gaps in the 
stories about the “ Little Colonel” that 
they would like to have filled in, so now 
there is another story, which is like be- 
ginning all over again, with a long list of 
books still to come. ‘Mary Ware, the 
Little Coloneil’s Chum,"" Annie Fellows 
Johnson, (L. C, Page & Co.,) is the be- 
ginning of this new series of stories, with 
all sorts of good times in it. 


Marion Ames Taggart has a new book 
for girls—and boys, too—‘ Six Girls Grow- 
ing Older,” with some of the old-time 
young people in it. There is an automo- 
bile in it, too. The gasoline is the Widow 
Costenlhader’s “ scalloped ” horse—its 
back going down Im the centre makes the 
scallops—and the motor car is a buck- 
board. The license number is 23, and 
well wrapped in automobile veils the girls 
visit a fashionable hotel, and the hostess 
is not overcordial, That is only a part 
of the story, however. (W. A. Wilde 
Company. £1.50.) 

A big, thick book and a long story is 
that of ‘‘The Court-Harman Girls,” by 
L. T. Meade, (BE. P. Dutton & Co. $1.50.) 
Court Harman is a beautiful old English 
residence, but the money to sustain it has 
dwindled away. There are a mother and 
two daughters to live, and little money 
for them and none to keep up the big 
house. That is when Constance Milroy 
arrives. Constance has energetic Ameri- 
can blood, She persuades the Harmans 
to take “ paying gussts,”” and after only 
the necessary number of tribulations ev- 
erything comes out as it should, and 
Court-Harman becomes a Summer resort 
for wealthy girls, and every one is happy. 

“The Advent of Arthur,” by Enid 
Leigh Hunt, (L. P. Lippincott,) is another 
English story—a long and interesting one. 
Joyce and her little brother Jocelyn 
have an experience that is typically Eng- 
lish when Joyce takes a position of assist- 
ant schoolmistress and they take up life 
in a village where they live in a tiny 
rose-covered cottage with Janet, their 
one-time nurse, to look after them. 
“Betty Wales, B. A.,” is & school story 
by Margaret Wilde (The Penn Publishing 
Company). There have been four pre- 
vious books taking the young Woman 
through her four years at college, and 
now her friends, the children, were not 
contented to leave her and she appears 
for them again as a graduate. This book 
starts off where most others end-—with a 
wedding—which is in advance of the time 
set because the bride-to-be has received 
the gift of an island in Maine, and feels 
obliged to be married in the early Sum- 
mer to go off and live on it. That brings 
the girl graduates together with their 
graduating gowns to act as bridesmaids 
and leads to all sorts of other things, 


“Holly House and Ridges Row,” by 
Mary Baldwin, (J. B. Lippincott Com- 
pany,) is really a book of travels. There 
is « story in it, but the important part 
of the book is in the wanderings of a 
number of young people through London 
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time pictures by Clyde O. Deland, (The 
Penn Publishing Company,) opens in 
Philadelphia in the Spring of 1776. The 
story is full of the exciting adventures 
of those times, and Peggy, the heroine, is 
instrumental in saving her father’s life. 
The frontispiece, a pretty picture, shows 
Peggy walking down a Philadelphia lane 
with Benjamin Franklin. 

A nice little book that will 
all New Yorkers, particularly as well as 
to all animal lovers, is ‘The King 
Squirrel of Central Park,’’ by Josephine 
M. Clarke, illustrated by Hudson 
(Broadway Publishing Co.) There is an 
introductory note telling of the Park 
squirrels and a little story of Ruth and 
the King Squirrel, who is a very clever 
animal indeed and can not only talk to 
people, but can use a telephone. The 
book is printed on well-calendered pa- 
per with pretty marginal decorations of 
green. ‘“‘Jeannie’s Journal, or First 
Year at Boarding School,” by Althea 
Randolph (Bonnell, Silver & Co.,) gives 
the history written in-a natural girlish 
way of a band of school friends with 
their different dispositions and charac- 
teristics and particularly those of Jean- 
nie, who is a very nice little girl indeed. 

*Persis Putnam’s Treasure,” by Myra 
Sawyer Hamlin (Little, Brown & Co.,, 
$1.25), is a story of the life of a number 
of girls in a summer camp, an aban- 
doned house where they find andirons 
and other fascinating things to beautify 
it. There is a little boy orphaned by the 
Martinique disaster who plays an in- 
teresting part in the story. “ Little 
Miss Cricket at School,” by Gabrielle E. 
Jackson (Appleton’s, $1.25), is another 
nice little book, and the prcture of little 
Miss Cricket in the frontispiece, mount- 
ed on her pony, with a black cat in 
front of her and her big dog. running 
beside. the pony, shows that School days 
have some playtime.

““When Mother Lets Us Cook,” by Con- 
stance Johnson, is a book of simple 
recipes and directions for cooking for lit- 
tle women, useful and practical, (Moffat, 
Yard & Co., 75 cents.) “ Our Holidays”’ 
is a book of suitable recitations for dif- 
ferent holidays of the year. It is com- 
piled by Matilde Blair, (McLoughlin 
Brothers.) The Christmas Maker's 
Club”’ is an interesting story which tells 
incidentally how to make many good 
times for Christmas. By Edith A. Sawyer. 
(L. C. Page & Co.) “The Christmas 
Book” is quite different, telling the 
origin of the day, its customs, and leg- 
ends.

The illustrations of Jessie Willcox 
Smith make one of the beautiful chil- 
dren’s books of the season, ‘“ Dream 
Blocks,” a volume of delightful little 
rhymes, by Alleen Cleveland Higgins. 
There are full-page colored pictures and 
little initial figures. ‘“‘ Divine and Moral) 
Songs for Children,” by the Rev, Isaac 
Watts, D. D., (i. GC; Page & Co.,) has 
been brought out in a pretty edition for 
children this year. The book is almost 
too pretty to agree with the sturdy moral 
teachings of the old divine. The illustra- 
tions show Kate Greenaway-like children 
in delicate colors, and are not in keeping. 

“Peter Pumpkin in Wonderland,” by 
Ida M, Huntington, illustrated by Mabel 
Isabel Hunt, (Rand, McNally & Co.) is a 
volume of stories and poems for the 
Httle people, with boys and pumpkins in 
it; full-page colored and black and white 
and text pictures. “ Billy Whisker's Va- 
cation,” by Frances Trego Montgomery, 
illustratione by Hugd von Hofsten, ts a 
new book in that series which is as in- 
teresting as the others.

This is one of 
the large thin books of which a specialty 
is made for children, though the only ad- 
vantage seems to be that large pictures 
can be obtained on the big leaves.

But no one could quarrel with any form of 
book in which were combined Whitcomb 
Riley’s poems and Ethel Franklin Betts’s 
pictures, Little Orphan Annie herself, 
sitting with her feet held primly together, 
wearing a checked apron, with a feather 
duster in her hands, forms the frontis- 
piece of the book and wanders through 
the first pages.

A great heap of money, which chance 
rolls hither and yon about the stage of 
action, knocking down first one, then 
another of the protagonists, ts the centre 
of interest in “Miss Fallowfield’s For- 
tune,"" (Dodd, Mead & Co. §$1.50,) by El- 
len Thorneycroft Fowler, who won some- 
thing of a vogue a few years ago with 
a novel sparkling with epigrams, en-

makes no pretense toward 
dash and brilliancy which 
characterized the author’s early books, 
although in its pages one frequently 
comes on a good thing pithily said.

A compiicated and cunningly contrived 
plot is the most important feature of 
Richard 8. Holmes’s “The Victor,” 
(Fleming. Revell Company, $1.50.) Its 
scene is laid principally in the oil region 
of Pennsylvania, at the time of the dis- 
covery of oil, although this piays but a 
minor part in the story. The events 
which form the impulsive force of the 
plot—the engine, as it were, which sets 
all the machinery going—had taken place 
in a Maine town ten years before the he- 
ginning of the story, and had .been the 
deceiving and abandonment of a young 
woman by a man, who had then béen 
shot at and almost killed by the girl's 
former fiancé. The shooter, who, under 
another name, has been living most of 
these ten years at a Pennsylvania cross- 
roads, becoming rich and an important 
person in the countryside, is the hero of 
the tale, and the man who was shot 
turns up there as an oil prospector. They 
meet and shoot on sight, with deadly re- 
sults for one and serious for the other. 
Then the author reaches fdr back in time 
and far out over the world and gathers 
up the threads out of which he weaves his 
tale. It is excellent in construction, save 
for a too frequent bringing together of 
widely sundered lives, which gives an ef- 
fect of artificiality. There is good and

PE aAOTH as @ native of the Ten- 
‘ fH nessee mountains and as @ 
writer myself, I have taken 
great pleasure'in a recent read- 
ie a ing of two books lately re- 
viewed in your columns, I think I have 
read, out of sheer interest, pretty nearly 
everything of merit that has been writ- 
ten about the Southern mountaineer with- 
in the past ten or fifteen years; and I am 
deeply gratified to see the improvement 
in tho delineation of my own people's 
life and character that has been made in 
that time. 

To the first who rode the mcuntain 
trails crossing Kentucky and the Caro- 
linas, the isolated cabin homes in caves 
and spring hollows held only queer specl- 
mens of an uncouth and shiftless, not to 
say degenerate, breed of humanity. Their 
impressions reached the public exag- 
gerated and burlesqued, for it~was at the 
period when Dickens's example had made 
such a course legitimate in fiction writ- 
ing. Afterward came a host of romancers 
who, having scraped a Summer hotel ac- 
quaintance with the quaint customs of the 
country, proceeded to Invent all the char- 
acters they needed to go with them, work- 
ing from the better known New England 
and cracker types as a foundation. Their 
output was what our folks call a * mix- 
try "—various ungainly habits of speech 
mingied In a confusion of tongues never 
heird in the mountains or anywhere else, 
and unconvincing and unlovable people 
who were little short of monstrous. 

At last Miss Murfree made an advance 
in the right direction by devoting honest 
study to the psychological and temper- 
mental types with which she had to deal; 
and she painted the vast wild land, its 
light and atmosphere, as few have ever 
been able to put into words. Then Lang- 
don Mitchell's two or three mountain 
stories entered perfectly into certain 
phases. At last John Fox, who per 
ceived, what James Lane Allen somewhere 
sketches vaguely—the mountaineer’s eth- 
ical and political significance ug a factor 
in national life; and he has studied more 
seriously than any one else the ideals and 
traditious of this people. 

But in his work the movntaineer Is al- 

Ways a man with a gun; and that is but 
cme aspect of the whole matter. Behind 
that superbly drawn figvre there are 
whole receding series of influences which 
he seems to have but dimly perceived. For 
instance, no writer hag yet attempted, ex- 
cept in the most superficial mention, to 
deal with the folk-music of the wild cour- 
try; although as music it is surely worth 
the attention of composers, and as a re- 
flection of the intimate homelife, and the 
fundanental religious reas of a vanish- 
ing people it is of importance to students 
of American history. indeed, leaving out 
these three essentials so closely inter- 
woven—honie life, reiigion, and music the 
things a man learns at his mother’s’ knee 
—how is the mountaineer, hcw is any 
type, to be fairly comprehended? 
‘Into these matters. Miss MacGowan's 
Turkey Track stories give an illuminating 
glimpse now and again. Her main hold 
is upon the feminine side of mountain life 
and character, as Fox's is upon the mas- 
culine. 

One thing in the work of both these 
writers I have found refreshing and satis- 
factory to the last degree: their use of the 
dialect. Few are those who can describe 
any section of our big country without 
occasionally mixing the s*%-called dialects: 
the New England and (the Western are 
continually running together, while the 
“ eracker,” the negro, the :nountain, and 
the old-fashioned Southern are extremely 
liable to confusion. Now the mountain 
speech is especially worthy of careful 
handling. It is no bastard corruption; it 
came as straight from the womb of the 
mother English as did the Scotch or the 
Yorkshire, and jis, so far as I know, the 
only true dialect now spoken in America. 
I nave always been annoyed at seeing it 
Gistorted and rendered uncouth and ridicu- 
lous; for, although t times it certainly 
becomes so, errors are always magnified 
by printing. It is so much easier to catch 
up 4 corrupt form than to appreciate an 
archaic one, and besides, there never was 
a human speech whose sound could be ac- 
curately rendered in print; the slurred 
vowels and softened consonants would re- 
quire for expression at least double the 
number of letters contained in our alpha- 
pet and Giacritical markings innumerable. 
The attempt to reduce the mountain dia- 
lect to letters, syllable by syllable, results 
in difficulty to the cye worse than any 
system of phonetic spelling ever propound- 
ed, and to the ear is simply hideous— 
which the actual speech of (the people is 
not apt to be. Miss MacGowan and Mr. 
Fox have my thanks for letting this go; 
they have shown good artistic judgment 
in merely suggesting the sound, knowirg 
that type can no more; while they have 
allowed full value to the turns of phrase 
and choice of words that do really depict 
the pecular intellectual landscape of u 
speaker. Mr. Mitchell's stories were also, 
if I remember, strikingly felicitous in this 
regard.

I have been both interested and amuscd 
by the two communications that have ap- 
peared in your esteemed paper as to the 
expression ‘‘As square as a brick.” I 
think that both of your correspondents 
must have the good fortune to be very 
young.

The Word “ Amerind.” 


New York Times Saturday Review of Books: 

Your admirable editorial on ‘ Thg 
American Language” in the Review of 
Nov. 28 was to my mind somewhat 
marred by a statement which seems to 
require some comment. It is this: “ The 
Indians are badly misnamed, but nobody 
is going to call them ‘ Amerinds’ or any- 
thing else except their original and mis- 
takenly affixed designation.”” Now you, 
of course, have the right to reject Amer- 
ind and to stick to “their original and 
mistakenly affixed designation,’ but why 
assume that nobody is going to call them 
Amerinds when they have been “ badly 
misnamed ''? 

For my part, I am obliged to differ 
with you on this point. | call them 
“ Amerinds " frequently when it suits my 
purpose to do so, and it appears to me 
that the word is an excellent one and 
highly desirable. There is a real neces- 
sity for a world designation for the 
American race, the Indians, as you pre- 
fer to call them, which shall make it 
always clear as to the particular race 
one is talking about, and avoid confusion 
with the real Indians. If one lives in a 
backwoods hamlet where the real Indian 
is seldom mentioned or is perhaps un- 
known he need not be particular, and 
“ Indian”’ there means nothing else but 
redskin. But in the world of science and 
letters the case is different. If the editor 
of The Times Review will prepare a fndn- 
ograph on the comparative foik-lore of 
India and North America, for example, I 
feel sure he will discover that the word 
Amerind is not due to a whim, but to 
a practical need. If there is a beiter word 
for the purpose, let us have it; but do not 
condemn ‘‘ Amerind” till that better one 
is promulgated. ‘‘ Amerind”™ forms per- 
fect derivatives, also, which is a very im- 
portant matter. 

Furthermore, your statement is inex- 
act, for the reason that the word “* Am- 
erind”’ is aiready in use, and has been 
added to the next edition of one of the 
world’s greatest English dictionaries. A 
number of prominent ethnologists now 
use the term constantly, a notable ex- 
ample being Dr. A. H. Keane, whose 
standing as an author needs no expla- 
nation, ang whese high rank as an eth- 
noiogist.carries authority. In his recent 
book, ‘‘The World's Peoples,” he clas- 
sifies the races of man as Negroes, Mon- 
Bols, Amecinds, and Caucasians, and he 
employs the word Amerind and its de- 
rivatives throughout the work. If you 
will kindly glance over the pages of this 
comprehersive volume l am sure that 
you will »e impressed with the way in 
which ‘‘Amerind” fills a “long felt 
want,” and perhaps you will be convert- 
ed. It seems te me much better to say 
“Amerind Division" of mankind than 
“American-Indian Division.” ‘ Amer- 
ind’ ¢«so has the advantage of preserv- 
ing its origin, while being a perfect sub- 
stitute for the old designation from 
whose syllables it is taken. “ Indian” 
may still] be used by all who so desire, 
and for novel writers and newspapers in 
America .it is not greatly objectionable, 
considering. its long servig¢e in its mis- 
taken capacity, but do not allow any 
who wish te do so to adept the better 
term without fear of crucifixion. The 
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amusing; especially do I recall some vall- 
ant attacks on me by reviewers of my 
“North Atnericans of Yesterday" and 
other books of mine in which I freely use 
the word. Never has there been advanced a 
solitary reasonable objection to the word 
* Amerind.”’ It may not be the best pos- 
sible term, but it is the only one so far, 
and as it has gone into use (notwith- 
standing your statement to the contrary) 
I, for one, shall continue to employ it, 
even without permission, and I beg that 
you will glance at it from the other side, 
especially after you have read Dr. 
aanes book. It may have a different 
ook.

A recent reading of Mistral's Memoirs 
and the appendix which supplementa the 
autobiographical section gives\ me ‘ the 
best view I have yet had of the renais- 
sance of a language. I wonder that the 
promoters of Celtic and other old 
tongues do not use this volume as a 
means of aiding the public to understand 
what it is that they are seeking. To the 
common reader the undertaking in these 
lines is merely a sign of another form 
of collacting—significant only in giving 
some odd persons a channel for their ac- 
tivity. 

Have we any single work which sims 
primarily to present the services of Dante 
and his followers in this province? The 
personality of Dante and the interpreta- 
tions of his message usually overshadow 
the movement itself. 

One realizes the parallel between the 
provincial problems of Britain and 
France as ijlustrated in Ireland and 
Provence, but this- breaks down in san- 
ity of method on the part of the cen- 
tral government in the former case. Mis- 
tral’'s Provence gives the brighter side of 
the picture, but when one supplements 
this view by Daudet’s Tartarin and for 
another province by Rostand's Cyrano 
the difficulties of the greater freedom in 
France are more apparent. India to-day 
repeats much of the Ireland of a century 
ago—vastly different, but a prodigal 
waste of great humanistic resources by 
a government best able to invest those 
resources.

Biography or Biographers?

At this hour when Ellen Terry's rem- 
iniscences, Bernhardt’s confidences, and 
biographies of Richard Mansfield and 
Henry Irving have fairly given the lit- 
erary stage to our dramatic heroes, a 
pertinent inquiry about one biographical 
point of view may not be amiss. 

We all know that personality is in 
the ascendancy at present. There is a 
disposition to find an interest in the per- 
son rather than in what he is doing— 
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which seems to be true of the singer in 
relation to the opera, the candidate in 
relation to his party, and the actor in 
relation to the play. But how far is the 
infusion of the writer's personality ad- 
visable in a biographical narrative? 

When Bram Stoker announced his vol- 
umes on “Fi Irving I awaited them 
with interest. Stoker was Irving’s right 
hand mar for years. Hére, surely; would 
be a full, clear, and authoritative biog- 
raphy. If every one really has one good 
book in him, then this should have been 
the one best book of this writer of good 
books. Yet, has the work aroused any 
great interest? What the reader~ found 
was too much Stoker and too little 
Irving. The writer lost his perspective. 
Irving became in a measure a back- 
ground against which Stqker exploited 
his own relation thereto. It was vera- 
cious, no doubt, and charming it certain- 
ly was, but here was a case of projecting 
the wrong personality. 

So with fear’ and some trembling Ir 
took up the new life of Richard Mans- 
field the other day. The writer, Paul 
Wilstack, though I think never his sec- 
retary, as stated by you tn your recent 
review, was related with much the 
same intimacy to Mansfield that Stoker 
was to Irving, an asset indeed, for 


Dr. Johnson declared: ~“ History can be. 


formed from permanent monuments and 
records, but lives can only be written 
from personal knowledge.” The per- 
formance indicates heed of the English- 
man's attitude. The book is impersonal 
from first to last, betraying no false im- 
pression that the public wants Mansfield 
through Wilstack-lenses.

In reply to your correspondent who 
signs himself (or herself) W. J. P., in 
your issue of Nov. 14, and asks who is 
the prototype of Agnes in “ David Cop- 
perfield,”’ if Mrs. Winter was the orig- 
inal of Dora, may I venture to make 
the suggestion that the answer to this 
interesting question is to be found in cer- 
tain passages of Forster's life of Charles 
Dickens? 

On page 120, vol. L., we find: 

“ * * * the anniversary of the birth 
of ‘Pickwick,’ preceded by but a few 
weeks a personal sorow which profound- 
ly moved him. His wife’s next younger 
sister, Mary, who lived with them, and 
by the sweetness of nature even more 
than by graces of person had made her- 
self the ideal of his life, died with a ter- 
rible sudilenness that for the time com- 
pletely bore him down. His grief and 
suffering were intense, and affected him, 
as will be seen, through many after 
years.”’ 

On the eve of his visit to America for 
the first time he was attacked by a fit of 
iliness, and we read on page 289 of the 
same volume, “ * * * he had scarceiy 
left his bedroom when a trouble arose 
near home which touched him to the 
depths of the greatest sorrow of his 
life * * *" His wife’s brother died and 
was to be buried next to his sister, where 
Dickens had hoped himself to be laid, and 
how deeply the great writer was affect- 
ed by this disappointment can be judged 
from a letter written to Forster at the 
time. 

“The desire to be buried next her is 
as strong upon me now as it was five 
years ago; and I know (for I don’t think 
there ever was love like that I bear her) 
that it will never diminish. * * * I 
cannot bear the thought of being ex- 
cluded from her dust; and yet I feel that 
her brothers and sisters, and her moth- 
er, have a better right than I to be 
placed beside her. It is but an idea. I 
neither think nor hope (God forbid) that 
our spirits would ever mingle there. 1 
never contemplated this—-and coming so 
suddenly, and after being ill, it disturbs 
me more than it ought. It seems like 
losing her a second time. * * *” 

Surely .his is more than the ordinary 
affection of a man for his young sister- 
in-law. Cannot in this be found the true 
key to Dickens's life and character? It 
seems to me that his biographers and 
critics have laid too little stress on this 
unhappy affair and its influence upon 
him, and that of late too much prom- 
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inence has been given to the brief ep- 
isode of Mrs. Winter.

5. Ethics—‘' Bushido: the Soul of 
Japau,’”” by Inazo Nitobe. [|The practical 
muvrali:y of the samurai clucidated by a 
Japanese of cosmopolitan. training. The 
book is exceedingly suggestive.] 

6. Missions—‘* An American Missionary 
in Japan,” by M. L. Gordon. [A very 
modest, entertaining, and enlightening 
account of missions in Japan.) 

7. Domestic Life—‘‘ Japanese Girls and 
Women,” by Alice M. Bacon. [The very 
best discussion of Japanese family life, 
especially of the upper class.) 

8. Life and Mind—‘‘ The Works of Laf- 
cadio Hearn.” [These books are really 
literature and they touch on all phases 
of Japanese life and thought.) 

9. In General—“‘ Things Japanese,” by 
B. H. Chamberlain. [A summary treat- 
ing all subjects in alphabetical order, and 
most interestingly.]

Modernity and the Mountains.

I wonder if it may have occurred to 
any one that there is a very definite re- 
lation between that least pathetic of Rus- 
kin’s fallacies—that the world would be 
better off without machinery—and two re- 
cent novels? 

These novels are “The Trail of the 
Lonesome Pine,” by John Fox, and “ Ju- 
dith of the Cumberlands,” by Alice Mac- 
Gowan. Charming though the love story 
of the man and the child, seers of roman- 
tic visions at the foot of the lone pine; 
and striking though the feudists, yet the 
unity of the former story is simply shat- 
tered by the two unharmonized elements 
which Mr. Fox himself calls the modern- 
ity of the world and the mediaevalism of 
the Southern mountaineers. It seems de- 
Plorable that so exquisite an elf as June 
Tolliver should be dragged out into the 
world; and at least part of the fault is 
Mr. Fox's, for his hypothesis seems to 
be that this “world” is a degenerate 
piace, likely to ruin exquisite little Junes. 
His treatment of his hero, as well, indi- 
cates the same thing, for as that hero 
grows cway from the “things that go 
with evening clothes’’ just so much the 
more, wholesome does he become, 

Mise MacGowan's theory of the com- 
para’ excellence of the mountains and 
the ernized valley may or may not 
be thi game as that of Mr. Fox. It would 
be ating to know the truth. Per- 
haps shé is a believer in modernity—in a 
non-Elizabethan sense of the word; but 
certainiy~ her people who stay in the 
mountains, as do the folk who are with 
“Judith of the Cumberlands” are not 
only noble, but (more important?) decid- 
edly likable; while in her short stories 
those of her hill folk who go down into 
the valley and become victims of the 
mills_and gtreets get decidedly tarnished. 
Nor is the Se, spirited leader of men, 
Creed Bonbright, who is the hero—if 1 
may risk the word—of “Judith” any 
proof that Miss MacGowan has not set 
up her standard against modernity.

In the reply to a query by-Miss M. F. 
A. in our issue of Nov. 28, referring to 
James Lane Allen, an unfortunate mis- 
take was made by confounding two 
men of that name. The. James ‘Lane 
Allen, about whom our correspondent 
inquired, was born near Lexington, Ky., 
in 1849. He is the youngest child of 
Richard and Ellen (Foster) Allen, and 
was educated at the Transylvania Uni- 
versity, where he received the degrees of 
A. B. and A. M. The death of his 
father, when he was but 21 years old, 
placed the support of his mother and 
sister in his hands, and he became a 
tutor in public and private schools. Later 
he taught Latin and higher English in 
Bethany College, West Virginia, for two 
years. Since that time he has devoted 
himself entirely to literature. His pub- 
lished works are: “Flute and Violin, 
and Other Kentucky Tales and Ro- 
mances”’; “The Blue Grass Regions of 
Kentucky, and Other Kentucky Arti- 
cles’; ““John Gray, a Kentucky Tale of 
the Olden Time”; “‘A Kentucky Car- 
dinal”’; “A Summer in Arcady’’; “ The 
Choir Invisible’’; ‘‘The Increasing Pur- 
pose”"’; “Aftermath: Second Part of a 
Kentucky Cardinal"; “The Mettle of 
the Pasture”; “The Reign of Law.” 
“The Choir Invisible"’ was dramatized 
in 1899, 

The other James Lane Allen, who Is a 
lawyer and author, is also a native of 
Kentucky, where he was born on March 
3, 1848. He was graduated from Bethany 
College, West Virginia, in 1867. He 
taught high school, was admitted to the 
bar, and practiced law in Omaha, Neb. 
In 1872 he removed to Chicago, and is 
director of Chicago Public Library. He 
has written numerous articles and 
sketches for magazines, among which 
are: “Exodus of the Children of Ham;” 
“Aunt Viney’s Story’’ and the ‘‘Horseshoe 
Bend.” He is also the author of ‘Allen's 
Handbook of the Nebraska Code.”

@ fratelli, MDLXXXIIL,” has any special 
monetary value? The volume is in a perfect 
state of preservation, with two exceptions—the 
original printed title page is missing, its place 
being taken by a pen-written copy, and the 
concluding pages—Nos. 585 and 686—of Volume 
I. have been replaced in a similar manner. A 
printed page placed just before the Registro, 
or Appendix, however, contains the publishers’ 
names and the date as above quoted. 

A sale of this edition at public auction 
is not isted in The Book Prices Current 
publications, Two brotners of the fa- 
mous Giunta family of printers, named 
Luca Antonio and Filippo, were book-sell- 
ers in Florence in the fifteenth century. 
Luca Antonio went to Venice and found- 
ed a printing establishment there. After 
his death his son Tommaso and his cous- 
ins continued the business. Luca An- 
tonio’s younger brother, Filippo, started 
{n Florence a printing house, which be- 
came famous for its editions of the 
classics, Filippo died in 1517. His sons, 
Benedetto and Bernardo, published Bhe 
Decamerone in 1527. It is a famous edi- 
tion. There is a clever counterfeit of it, 
published in 1725.- It fetches about $5 at 
auction, An edition, published in Venice 
in 1588, sold in this city in 1903 for $11, 
and a 1538 edition, by Bartolomeo Zanettl, 
fetched $5 some time ago in Philadelphia,

The “ Poetical Works of James Hammond” 
are bound in with Gray’s poems. 

We do not find in The Book Prices 
Current any sale at auction of the Glas- 
gow, 1798, edition of Thomas Gray’s 
works, nor of James Hammond's Poetical 
Works. (firay died in 1771, so this Glas- 
gow edition was published seventeen 
years after his dedth. His poems were 
published and republished during his life- 
time. Collected editions, with Mason’s 
Memoir, appeared in 1775, 1776, 1778, &c. 

James Hammond, politician and poet, 
died in 1742. One of the stories told about 
him is that he died of love for Kitty 
Dashwood, the toast of the Oxfordshire 
Jacobins. His volume of poems was en- 
titled ‘‘ Love Elegies, by Mr. H—nd, writ- 
ten in the year 1732." These Elegies were 
often republished. They were mostly in- 
scribed to Neaera or to Delia, but one 
was addressed to Miss Dashwood, and 
Lord Hervey wrote an Answer. Dr. 
Johnson said that these poems had “ nei- 
ther passion, nature, nor manners.”
